r\illiscr, B. C, Feb. 2 — (Special. )— The 
funeral of Mrs. W. C. Wells tool; place 
her ( . this afternoon tit 4:30. A special 
train was sent up from Golden to accom- 
modate Itoo many friends of the family 
who wished to pay respect to tin 1 deceas- 
ed. There were beaiiflfft] wreaths and 
Mowers front. all parts of ttte province, in- 
cluding a handsome wreath from the 
colleagues of ETon. W. C. Wells In the 
provincial government. Mrs. Wells was 
a daughter nf the lute Mr. Macdonncll 
of Vunkleok Hill, Out. Besides her 
husband Hon. W. C. Wells, two sons, 
George P. Wells and .T. D. Wells, are 
left to mini ni her loss. Rev. Father 
Thayer conducted the funeral services 
Ml the house and grave, and paid elo- 
quent and impressive tribute to the 
character and merits of the deceased.

Windsor, Feb. 2.— The great east win- 
dow of St. George's chapel, with its 
quaint stained figures, threw a eoft light 
on this burial and worshipping place of 
kings. Before each oaken stall glimmer- 
ed the wax taper that burns when 
knights of the Garter worship there. 
Above their heads, resting upon the curv- 
ved ombres of the stalls were the special 
insignia of each Knight, while hanging 
over this were tlie motionless banners 
bearing the strange device of the mem- 
bers of this powerful order. 

On each side of the chape] two rows 
of candles, causing the gold and the red 
threads of the Knights to glitter in som- 
bre contrast with these rows id' light and 
colors at the long line of princesses and 
ladies-in-waiting, making a foreground 
of deepesl black. On the altar two ta- 
pers burned, but within the rail of each 
side stood two large candelabra. 

The profusion of Dowers which was 
displayed outside the chapel ceased with- 
in. On the chancel only a very few lights 
and mostly green ferns were used for the 
altar decorations. There was 
anywJiere. Among the early arrivals 
were ministers and ex-ministers in full 
state uniform, their breasts a mass of 
gold braid. All the members of the cab- 
inet took their seats in a row. 

Lord Salisbury followed, wearing a vel- 
vet skull cap and wearing a plain court 
uniform. 

The flrst of the diplomatic corps to ar- 
rive was the Turkish ambassador. Long 
before the stalls were filled the nave was 
packed. It was here that the stands had 
been erected and the chancel screen, on 
the organ completely prevented several 
hundred in the nave from seeing what 
went on in the church. 

Lord Rosebory came in about 1:15. 
The most of the diplomatic corps occu- 
pied nearly two entire rows of stalls on 
the right of the chancel. The ambassa- 
dors, cabinet ministers. Knights of the 
Carter and the noble congregation 
waited patiently while the gentlemen at 
arms tool; up their stand at the chancel 
immediately in front of the line of wo- 
men and men. In their right bands they 
carried halberts and even against the 
brilliant background of stalls the scarlet 
figures stood out conspicuously. 

At 2:15 Sir Walter Parrott at the or- 
gan • commenced playing Mendelssohn's 
March in B minor from the "Songs 
Without Words." The castle clock 
struck the half of hour and the organ 
ceased. 

Quietly, with no heralding., the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, lie Bisop of AVin- 
chester and the Dean of Windsor walked 
from the vestry down to the chancel.' 
The nobles rose to their feet and remain- 
ed standing. Behind the Bishops came 
the choir. The sound of guns saluting 
was slowly heard and silence fell on the 
assemblage. Ten minutes passed and Sir 
"Walter Parrot played softly. The white 
tired statesmen one by one dropped into 
their seats. The strain was too much,, 
and the diplomats followed. The music | 
of the bands playing could be beard, first

ligious part of the ceremony, The tremb- 
ling voice of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, who is almost blind, bad hardly 
ended the final ritual before be turned 
to go up the chapel steps. His sight and 
strength failed, and lie tottered and grop- 
ed and was on the point of falling when 
the Archbishop of York, who bad been 
standing some distance behind him, ad- 
vanced and caught his hand and gently 
led the venerable predate to the holy 
table. Then they both knelt, the greatest 
dignitaries of the English church, next 
in rank to tin.- royal blood, their heads 
bowed upon the purple altar cloth. 
IX LONDON, 
i London, Feb. 2. — "It has been a great 
reign," spoke -Mr. Balfour in bis eulogy 
butore the House of Commons, "and it 
ha.s a happy ending." All London anil 
thousands from the remotest villages of 
the kingdom paid their final homage to 
the Queen to-day in her capital, and as- 
suredly, as .Mr. Balfour said, the end of 
her reign, whi< li is now passed to his- 
tory, was happy, 
Everyone felt that the inevitable had 
crepe i dealt kindly with the sovereign; that her 
passing had been happy as her life was 
useful. 

All business ceased, even the drinking 
houses closing their doors. The news : 
papers suspended publication, and life in 
London, like the rest of the Empire, 
tinned from its customary channels and 
was foeussed upon three miles of streets, 
where the colli n containing the body, 
which was now merely a symbol of 
Victoria's self, whom often before Lon- 
doners had cheered, assembled as they 
were to-day, but on occasions of re- 
joicing. The Kings and Princes, be- 
neath silver helmets and wearing gold 
braided coals, were men, but the sight 
of the King riding after the coffin of 
his mother and Queen with four other 
Kings and a half a hundred of the high- 
est royalties of European dynasties, was 
one never to be forgotten. 

The multitudes were remarkably or- 
derly. The whole ceremonial, includ- 
ing the massing of 30.000 troops, and the 
entertainment of all the visiting person- 
ages, was an admirable example of or- 
ganisation. 

To-night the "Captains and the Kings 
depart." The Imperial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern awaits Emperor William at 1'ort 
Victoria; 'King Leojtold and King Car- 
los have returned to London, preparing 
for their return home, and Prince Fer- 
dinand departed on an evening train, 
travelling incognito. The city has 
somewhat of a holiday air. Thousands 
of persons are parading the streets, 
view the decorations, and restaurants 
are doing a tremendous business. The 
■uniforms of the militia and colonial 
troops are visible everywhere and 
their wearers are lionized. The hospi- 
tals cared for 1,300 persons who wej-e 
injured in tftie crowd. Of this number, 
however, only sixty were seriously hurt, 
including several policemen ,nnd soldiers 
p,nd a number of women suffering from 
broken ilimbs.

To-night the Queen's body lies in Al- 
bert chapel at Windsor, guarded faithful- 
ly, waiting. the last sad riles. Within the 
cnstle is brilliantly lighted.

OTHER CANADIAN CITIES. 



Vancouver, Feb. 2.— (Special)— There 
was general mourning in Vancouver to- 
day, and business was entirely suspend- 
ed. In the morning the military band 
played hymns in front of the court house 
and in the early afternoon several 
churches held memorial services. 

At 4 o'clock the public attended me- 
morial services at the Opera house. The 
crtiwd in the Opera house was packed 
like sardines, hundreds were not able to 
get inside the doors. The ceremony was 
very impressive. Almost all the minis- 
ters in the city were on the platform. 
All the citizens were dressed' in black 
and nearly every one wore mourning. 

Revelstoke, Feb.. 2.— (Special)— The 
memorial service held .to-day in Revel- 
stoke was the biggest demonstration 
ever seen in this city. The weather was 
splendid Queen's wea';her to the last aud 
the opera house was filled to overflowing: 
The clergy aud congregations of all de- 
nominations, the benevolent societies, 
board of trade and business men, school 
children and every phase of civic life 
took part under the direction of Mayor 
Kilpatrick and the city council. Ad- 
dresses were made on the Queen, "as a 
woman, monarch,, worker p.nd influence 
for good." The band played the pro- 
cession to and from the opera house, 
which was draped in mourning emblems 
by the ladies. 

Memorial services are also to be held 
in all the churches here to-night. 

Winnipeg. Feb. 2.— (Special)— Arch- 
deacon Pentrath, of Vancouver, officiat- 
ed nt the memorial services to the Queen 
held at Christ church to-day. Joint ser- 
vices were held at Knox Presbyterian 
and Zion Methodist churches. The mil- 
itary attended service at All Saints' 
church. Eighty-one guns were fired at 
sunset. 

Halifax, Feb. 2.— (Special)— The non- 
conformists in the garrison here attend- 
ed St. Matthew's Presbyterian ■ church 
this morning, where a union service was 
held. Rev. Dr. Saunders. Baptist, and 
Rev. Dr. Lathern, Methodist, were the 
speakers. An official state service was 
held in the historic St. Paul's, where 
the bishop preached to 2,000 people. This 
service was attended by the (Kith Prin- 
cess Louise Fusiliers, and the heads of 
the militia., 

IN UNITED STATES. 
New York, Feb. 2. — Memorial services 
for the Queen were held in Trinity 
church to-day. Mnjor-Genernl Brook, 
commanding the department of the east, 
U. S. A., and his staff, occupied the 
front pew ou the left of the main aisle, 
opposite the one occupied by Sir Percy 
Sanderson and his stall'. They were in 
lull dress uniform. Among others pres- 
ent were Admiral Barker, L T . S. N., An- 
drew Carnegie mud many other promin- 
ent persons. The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, 
rector of Trinity church, led in the pro- 
cession. Among the officiating clergy- 
men were the Most Rev. John T. Lewis, 
archbishop of Ontario and Metropolitan 
of Canada; Bishop Worthington, of Ne- 
braska; Rev. Parker Morgan. D.D.; 
Rev. E. W. Warren. Archdeacons John- 
son and Van Klccck, took a part as 
did all the vicars and curates of Trinity 
parish.

An Imposing and Pathetic Spec- 
tacle at the Queen's 
Funeral. 



Immense Crowds of People Line 
the Streets of the Capi- 
tal. 



Portsmouth, Feb. 2.— Before o'clock 
this morning the remains of the Queen 
were taken from the Royal yacht Al- 
berta to a special carriage and conveyed 
to the King's train, which started lor 
London at 8:03 a.m. amidst the boom of 
the guns of the fort. 

The scene was pathetic and imposing. 
The King, accompanied by Queen Alex- 
andra and Boniu Princesses, who pass- 
ed tho night on board the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, proceeded to the 
Royal yacht Alberta in a steam launch. 
King lid ward boarded tho yacht at S:45, 
live minutes after Emperor William had 
steamed alongside the Alberta from tho 
Hohunzollern. The guard of honor on 
board consisted of several hundred mar- 
ines and bluejackets. The commanders 
of the warships which took part in yes- 
terday's pageant had already assem- 
bled under the covered way leading from 
the yacht to the railroad station. There 
was a short service on the yacht before 
the body was removed, the Duko of 
Oonnaught, the Crown Prince of Ger- 
many, Prince Arthur of Oonnaught, 
Prince Henry of Prussia* the Duke of 
Saxe-Cobourg and Gothn, and Princess 
Henry of Bnttenburg being present. The 
only mourning garb visible was in the 
dresses of the Princesses. 

The firing of minute guns marked the 
passage of the collln to the draped rail- 
road station, to which if. was borne 
shoulder high by petty otlieors of the 
Royal yachts, preceded by a clergyman. 
Immediately behind the collln were car- 
ried tho crown, the globe, a standard 
and a few choice wreaths. 

King Edward. Emperor "William, the 
Duke of Oonnaught and the Crown 
Prince followed the remains, and then 
came the Indies of the Royal family and 
the admirals. The nilence of this mourn- 
ful procession was broken by the firing 
of tie guns, the strains of the funeral 
march, and the sound of the wind-driven 
rain, which was then falling in tor- 
rents. The collln was placed on the 
dais, and Admiral Sir Nowell Salmon, 
admiral of the fleet since 1809, King 
Edward, Queen Alexandra, Emperor 
William and other members of the Roy 
a! family took their seats and the train 
moved off. 

London, Feb. 2. — With every circum- 
stance of splendid pomp befitting the 
obsequies of so mighty and well beloved 
a monarch, all that is mortal o£ Queen 
Victoria, was borne through the streets 
of the capital to-day, in its progress to- 
wards the ancient palace of the sover- 
eigns of England. 

The firing of minute guns and the toll 
ing of bells at a quarter past eleven an- 
nounced to the countless multitudes who 
had been crowding London streets since 
daylight that the funeral procession had 
begun its passage through the capita" 
Tho day was sombre', wet and chilly, as 
are most of London's winter cays. The 
cloudy day added to the gloom of the 
whole city. . 

The scene at Victoria station from 
early morning was most brilliant and im 
pros save. 

For to-day's ceremony the station was 
transformed into an immense reception 
hall. All trains were stopped before 9 
(.•'clock, and the long platforms were 
covered with purple cloth. On another 
platform, facing that at which the 
Queen's train was to arrive, guards of 
honor, composed of bluejackets and 
Grenadier Guards, were drawn up. The 
broad roadway separating the two was 
swept clean and sanded, and a number 
of little purple covered platforms, from 
Which members of the Royal family 
were expected to mount their horses, 
were placed at intervals at the side and 
centre. British naval and military offi- 
cers and foreign royalties in dazzling 
uniforms arrived in quick succession, 
and were conducted to a little pavilion 
erected on the platform. 

The whole station by that time resem- 
bled the scene at a levee. The com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces, Field 
Marshal I'Jaad Roberts, on a beautiful 
spirited brown mare, carrying his field 
marshal's baton, at this juncture trotted 
into the station, and became the centre 
of interest. He was soon followed by the 
Karl Marshal, the Duke of Norfolk, and 
ma,uy of the most distinguished British 
olllcers. Then came carriages for the 
Queen and the Princesses. They were 
the state carriages for the Queen am! 
used on the occasion of the late Queen's 
jubilee, with beautiful gold-mount »d 
harness and trappings. The horses were 
ridden by postillions in scarlet jackets, 
with only a. narrow band of crepe on 
their arms as a mark of tho great 
change. The carriages were closed. 

Following tho carriages and preceded 
by an officer, came an object at which 
every officer in the animated throng in- 
stinctively came to the salute and every 
head was bared. It was the little khaki 
colored gun carriage which was to carry 
Queen Victoria's body from Victoria to 
Paddington station. The eight Hano- 
verian cream colored horses which drew 
the late Queen on the occasion of the 
Jubilee, were used tit-day. The gold 
harness, the scarlet coated postillions 
and tho scarlet and gold covered grooms, 
who held each of the horses by the 
bridles, were all the same. Only the lit- 
tle gun carriage in place of the glitter- 
ing class and gold coach marked the 
change. The place for the coffin to rest 
was over the actual gun. Rubber tires 
were on tho ■wheels; but this was the 
only alteration. 

It was then nearly 11 o'clock, and 
amid cries "The Kins of Portugal's 
horse!" "the Grand Duke of Hesse's 
horse!" and so on, the princes mounted 
a minute ahead of the time the train 
wtenjned into the station. All heads 
were uncovered as the saloon carriage 
bearing the Queen's remains stopped 
exactly opposite the gun carriage, and 
King Edward, Queen Alexandra, Em- 
peror William and others alighted. 

Then the bearer party advanced to the 
fcnloon carriage. With his hand at the 
salute, and standing a little in advance 
of the others. King Edward watched 
the painful removal of the coffin to the 
gun carriage. It was accomplished, and 
the pall and the regalia of the British 
crown were placed on the coffin. The 
King and the others with him then 
mounted and the procession started. 

Three thousand soldiers and sailors, 
picked companies, representing all 
branches of the service, formed the ad- 
vanced escort. They marched slowly 
and without music. Most of the uni- 
forms were covered with dark overcoats, 
and the standards Were draped with 
black, the officers wearing bands of 
crepe on their sleeves. They wore half 
nn hour in passing. Then came Field 
Marshal Earl Roberts and his staff, and 



after them -Pcser massed bands playing 
tho funeral march. Three hundred 
musicians '-announced the coming of the 
body of the Queen. There was a long 
array of court officials. 

The coffin was almost past beSore the 
spectators recognized its presence by re- 
moving their hats. It was a pathetically 
small oblong block, concealed beneath a. 
rich pall of white sittin, on corners of 
which gleamed the Royal arms. Across 
the pall the Royal standard was draped 
and a large crown of gold encrusted with 
jewels rested at the head of the coffin, 
which was at the end of the gun carriage 
just over the gun. At the foot of the 
COflln were two smaller crowns with 
a gold jewelled sceptre lying between 
them. 

Ranged about the cofUn walked the 
stalwart bearers, and on either side wore 
tho Queen's equerries, lords-in-waiting 
and physicians. Then came a group or 
magnificently attired horsemen. 

Immediately after the three Royal 
mouruers rode abreast. King Edward 
VII. was the central figure of three, but 
no less ostentatious personage was seen 
in the procession. A black chapeau with 
a plume of white feathers was on his 
head and a long black cloak was but- 
toned around him a.nd hung down over 
the big black horse which he was rid- 
ing. The King's face seemed grave and 
careworn. He looked straight ahead 
and apparently at the gun carriage. He 
gave no sign of seeing the long ranks of 
soldiers hedging buck the populace about 
him, the windows crowded with black 
bonneted women, the multitudes of un- 
covered heads, the purple draperies 
and the green wreaths everywhere. He 
passed like a man alone. Beside King 
Edward rode Emperor William, looking 
every inch a, soldier. He glanced right 
and left as he rode, anil his hand fre- 
quently was raised to the red and white 
feathers hanging over his hat, as he re- 
sponded to salutes. Emperor William 
wore a black cloak over his new Brit- 
ish field marshal's uniform. On the left 
rode the Duke of Oonnaught, a man of 
soldierly appearance, almost unnoticed 
and unrecognized by the people. 

In the second rank behind rode two 
more sovereigns, the Kings of Greece 
and Portugal, both glittering with gold- 
lace. There followed a dazzling lyrr.y of 
members of royaJ families, numbering 
forty in all and riding three abreast. The 
next section of the procession included 
the six Royal carriages. A military es- 
cort, including a deputation from the 
Queen's German Dragoon regiment, 
composed the last section of the proces- 
sion. 

After tlie funeral party itself, the 
dominating figure of the day was Field 
■Marshal Earl Roberts. "When his well- 
known bronzed face came in view the 
people forgot the solemnity of flic oc> 
casioa and broke into cheers, shouting, 
"Bobs!" and other expressions of famil- 
iar approval. The military attaches of 
all the embassies and legations were 
with Lord Roberts' staff. In the front 
rank rode tho American attache. Major 
Edward B. Cnssatt, in an infantry offi- 
cer's full dress, 

The funeral procession occupied two 
hours in passing from Victoria station 
to Paddington, a distance of three miles. 
'Che decorations everywhere were im- 
pressive but not elaborate. 

It was precisely V2-.20 p.m. when the 
guards lining the platform of Padding- 
ton station came to a sharp "attention," 
and with solemn trend the head of the 
procession entered the building. For 
half an hour all was hushed save tho 
clatter of horses' hoofs and the rumble 
of tlie heavy gun carriages. The pall 
was removed from the coffin and the cas- 
ket was deposited in the saJoon carriage 
which the Queen had so often occupied 
in her lifetime. 

King Edwnrd, Queen Alexandra and 
the Duke of Oonnaught stood grouped 
together as the coffin was borne in, and 
then they all took seats and the train 
started for Windsor. 

Windsor, Feb. 2. — Great throngs of 
people assembled in the vicinity of the 
railway station to meet the collln. At 
2:'?0 p. m.. the guns of a battery sta- 
tioned on Castle Hill signalled the ar- 
rival of the funeral train. 

As the procession started at 2:-10 p. 
rn. the artillery horses attached to the 
gun carriage became restive and nearly 
overturned it, whereupon King Edward 
ordered the horses to bo taken off and 
bluejackets put in their places to draw 
the gun carriage. 

The funeral procession entered the 
chapel, where the service was held, at 
3:15. 

The body will lie until Monday in the 
Albert memorial chapel.

East Queen's Election Voided 
Because of Wholesale Lib- 
eral Bribery.

Charlottetown, P. E. 1„ Feb. 2.— The 
East Queen's election for the Dominion 
Mouse of Commons was voided yesterday 
by .Mr. McKinnon, late attorney-general 
m' the local legislature, who was declar- 
ed elected over Mr. Martin, Conserva- 
tive, on a recount by means of a poll box 
nf one booth having been stolen in tran- 
sit tn the sheriff, is unseated. 

The evidence revealed a terrible state 
of political debauchery. It was shown 
that just before and during polling day. 
in every poll in which evidence was 
given, money was used freely and that 
men were seen lying drunk on the side of 
the road, the work being done by Liberal 
workers. It was proved that when Lib- 
eral agents would go to MeKinnon's of- 
fice and ask for supplies they would in 
some instances, be refused, but in every 
case they would be followed out by some 
person and given a ticket which could 
be presented to a saloon keeper and 
liquor would be obtained. 

Dr. Pugsley. counsel for tlie respond- 
ent, at Inst declined to cross-examine niiy 
witnesses and finally applied to the court 
for an adjournment until after the ses- 
sion, alleging that respondent would re- 
quire to attend the House. He admitted 
the evidence showed that the seat was 
voided, but claimed that on a recriminat- 
ory case lie could show thaa Mr. Mar- 
tin's election would also be voided. 

Mr. Stewart, Q. C, for petitioner, ask- 
ed time to consult and the result was 
that ho withdrew his claim to the seat, 
which was then declared voided, and the 
cross petition against Mr. Martin was 
dismissed. The personal charges against 
Mr. McKinnon were not pressed, 
Judge Hodgson in delivering judgment 
declared that depth of corruption and 
debouchery proved, was a disgrace to 
any country, and made one feel ashamed 
to live in a province where it existed. 
He said that all parlies who were proved 
to have been guilty would be reported, 
and a strong report on the matter would 
be sent to the Speaker. 

.fuodge Fizgeruld was even stronger in 
his condemnation that Judge Hodgson, 
and said that he would not have hesitat- 
ed in disqualifying all persons proved 
guilty of corrupt acts.

Rome, Feb. 2.— At the English church 
of All Saints services to-day, the Mar- 
quis Viseounli Vcnosta, the minister of 
foreign affairs, represented the King and 
tho ministry. A delegation from the 
senate, chamber of deputies and diplo- 
matic corps were present with the Eng- 
lish colony. 

Paris, Feb. 2.— Flags draped with 
crepe :lonted from the Elyseo and all 
public buildings this morning and every 
English place of business was closed, on 
account of tho funeral of Queen Vic- 
toria. At 11 o'clock the official services 
were held in the English church. There 
was a distinguished attendance. This 
afternoon at the same church service's 
were held by the English colony. The 
church was packed. At 5 o'clock ser- 
vices were held in the American church 
(or the American colony. The United 
States Ambassador and Mrs. Porter 
attended. 

IN ASIA. 

Bombay, Feb. 2. — The mourning here 
was universal. The stores and banks 
were closed and the streets were desert- 
ed. 

Pekin, Feb. 2.— Funeral services were 
held in the chapel of the British lega- 
tion to-day. All the members of the 
diplomatic corps attended. Detach- 
ments of the allied troops preceded by 
the national commanders were present. 

Shanghai, Feb. 2.— Two services were 
held in the cathedral here to-day. The 
first was attended by the British and 
foreign military and naval officers, nnd 
at the second the civilians and all the 
foreign consuls were present. 

Hongkong, Feb. 2. — Services wore held 
to-day at the cathedral, the Governor 
and council, the government officials and 
the British and foreign naval and mili- 
tary officers attending. A special Chi- 
nese service was held in the afternoon. 
IX AFRICA. 

Capetown, Feb. 2.— The city was 
draped to-day with mourning and from 
early morning crowds placed wreaths nt 
the fool of the Queen's statue in Par- 
liament Square gardens. A procession 
formed and marched past the statue 
with bands playing funeral marches. 
Parliament House was draped from base 
to roof. 

Cairo, Feb. 2.— Services at All-Saints' 
church here to-day were attended by the 
Kbcdival Prince's court officials, the 
diplomatic corps, the consular corps, 
Gen. Talbot and staff, the British and 
Egyptian officers, the Greek. Coptic and 
other clergy. The whole of the garri- 
son assembled on the Kasrcluel bar- 
racks square, where a military service 
was held and n, salute of SI guns was 
fired.

In Rate War 



Present Fares to Seattle Cut in 
Half by Dodwell & 
Company. 



Slashing Reduction in freight 
Rates — Fifty Cents 
per Ton. 



The fan: to and from Seattle and Port 
Townsend by the steamer Sehome is 
now 25 cents, the cheap fares heretofore 
existing having yesterday been cut in 
hull'. The freight rates were cut much 
more, being reduced to fifty cents per 
ton without classification, as at present, 
all kinds of freight being carried for the 
low rate. Heretofore the rates have 
been front $1.50 to $2.50. 

Thin announcement of the new tariff 
on the Victoria route, which was made 
yesterday by Dodwell & Company, will 
undoubtedly be of great interest to Vic- 
toria merchants and the travelling pub- 
lic, for never before has the rate been 
cut bo low. Six years ago the rates 
were cut to 25 cents to Port Townsend 
and 50 cents to Seattle, when the King- 
ston, Seliome and Rosalie were fighting 
for the business, but never has the rale 
gone below fifty cents until now. 

The cheap rates, which come into ef- 
fect to-morrow, the 4th, -will apply be- 
tween Victoria, Port Townsend and Se- 
attle, in either direction, both in regard 
to pasuengers and freight. The berth 
rate will remain as at present, that is 
25 cents pur berth, or 75 cents for a 
whole sta.teroom. 

This lutest announcement means that 
Dodwell it Company will continue the 
light, and it is njs-o stated that they will 
double the present service, by operating 
two boata instead of one. What boat 
they Trill place on the route, on oppo- 
site ficlHKlule, is not yet announced, but 
it is stated that they, will secure very 
shortly a first-class up-to-date vessel of 
fast weed. The Sehome is now oper- 
ated on the night schedule out of Vic- 
toria, and as a very general request has 
been made for -a morning boat,- Dodwell 
& Company have decided to give such a 
service as soon afl arrangements- can be 
perfected for another boat. The Sehome 
meantime -will continue to arrive at Vic- 
toria at 3 p-m. daily, except Sunday, and 
will leave for the Sound at 7:30 p.m. 
daily, except Saturday, the additional 
steamer probably leaving Victoria at 
9:30 a.m. The Sehome's lay-over will 
he at Victoria, from whose merchants 
Dodwell & Coin-pans will continue to 
purchase all supplies required. 

TITH VICTORIA SAILS. 

Northern Pacific Liner Takes a Large 
Cargo to the Orient 

Steamer Victoria, of the Northern Pn- 
citic line, arrived from Tacoma yester- 
day afternoon, and after loading n smaJl 



amount of freight for China and Japan 
at the outer wharf, she sailed last night 
fur the Orient. The Victoria was hea.v- 
ily loaded; in fact, she had all that her 
cargo space would accommodate, includ- 
ing big shipments of hour, cotton, to- 
bacco, macJiincry, etc. hollowing the 
Victoria the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
steamer Tosti Maru will sail for (Jhiueso 
and Japanese ports to-morrow, carrying 
another heavy freight cargo for the Ori- 
ent. The next vesel to sail will be -the 
Northern Pacific steamer Duke of hue, 
which ia now at Seattle, whither she 
went on Friday from Tacoma, to load 
llour at the Centennial mills. While the 
Duke, of Fife was moored at Seattle, 
Wong Tim, Louise Chust, Foy Quay and 
Wong Vang, four members of her crew, 
all Chinese, were arrested by the police 
and customs officers with a quantity of 
Chinese wine a.nd tobacco in their pos- 
sesion, which they were smuggling 
achore. Eighteen large jugs of the li- 
quor were seized by the officers, to- 
gether with twenty-six large packaged 
of tobacco. 

The next inbound Oriental steamer to 
arrive will be the Northern Pacific liner 
Queen Adelaide, bringing much cargo 
for this port. She will be followed by 
the Empress of China, which is due on 
Tuesday from Hongkong, Yokohama 
and other Oriental ports. 

THE TOPEKA DOWN. 

Disabled Alaskan Liner Towed to Se- 
attle by Tug Pioneer. 

Steamer City of Topeka has arrived 
at Seattle in tow of the tug Pioneer, 
seven days from Juneau. While the lo- 
peka leaked but little on the way down, 
and could probably, under tow, have 
made an ocean voyage of three times 
the length, she shows plenty of evi- 
dences of hex narrow escape from total 
wreck on the rocks off Sullivan island, 
December S, when she was returning 
from Skagway to Juneau. Two great 
holes, one on cither side, were driven 
through her port and starboard sides 
abreast of the foremast, and a. third in 
the bottom under the engine room. All 
the damage being below the water line, 
she quickly filled, and it was weeks be- 
.'ore she could be floated and towed to 
Juneau. 

The holes were patched up and oth- 
er nectssary temporary repairs made un- 
der thi direction of Capt. Olsen. The 
latter and thirty-six of her crew remain- 
ed by the ship until she made fast at 
Seattle. The Topeka was towed to 
Quartermaster harbor and placed in the 
dry dock for permanent repairs. 

Meanwhile an investigation as to the 
causes and responsibility for the wreck 
of the vessel is to he made. 



MATTEWAN WANTS SALVAGE. 

Claims $13,500 for Trying to Rescue 
Ship Flottbek Oft the Cape. 

German ship Flottbek, which camo so 
near to wreck off the Cape v, short time 
ago, has been libelled by the Saginaw 
Steel Steamship Company, owners of 
the steamer Mnttewnn, for $13,500 sal- 
vage. The libel recites that, the Matte- 
wan sighted the- Flottbek Hying signals 
of distress on January 12, and attempt- 
ed to take the ship in tow, failing which, 
she proceeded to Neah Bay and secured 
two tugs, which rescued the Flottbek 
from her position. The libel states that 
in trying to tow the Flottbek the Mat- 
tewaii lost two cables and suffered dam- 



age to the extent of ?3,500, and alleges 
that her services in securing aid were 
worth an additional $10,000. 



MARINE NOTES. 

Steamer Dolphin, which arrived at Se- 
attle on Friday from Skagway, brought 
down 71 pasengers. 

The first steamer to sail for Nome next 
season will leave Seattle for the Paci- 
fic Clipper line on April 27. A new ves- 
sel has been purchased for the business 
and will be equipped at Seattle for the 
conflict with the ice. She will be built 
of wood and sheathed with Australian 
iron bark, like the U.S.S. Bear. The 
whaler Alexander will sail for this com- 
pa.nv on Slay 21, and the Jeannie on 
May 23. 

German ship Carl has finished her re- 
pairs and will go to sea again this week. 
Her original cargo, of some 110.3(H)' 
bushels of wheat, has been depleted to 
about 13,930 bushels, about 7,400 sacks 
having been damaged and sold at auc- 
tion. The balance of her cargo was not 
discharged. It was understood that the 
Carl was to finish out her cargo on her 
owner's account, but it is now stated 
that this would not be done. 

Stenme-r Aloha sailed yesterday from 
Seattle for Ounalaska, and steamer 
Ruth is to sail for Valdes to-morrow. 

Steamer Walla Walla is due from San 
Francisco this morning, and the steam- 
er State of California will sail for the 
South to-night.

Special Representative Visits 
Victoria to Explain Objects 
and Secure Members. 



Aim of the Organization Is Pro- 
motion of Canadian In- 
dustry. 



Among this week's visitors to the city 
Is Mr. H. J. Dale, special representative 
of the Cuuadiau Manufacturers' Association 
the headquarters of which is Toronto, .ills 
mission to the Const Is to place before the 
manufacturers of British Columbia the ad- 
vantages to be derived by becoming mem- 
bers of the association, which has accom- 
plished so much good foi the Industrial 
Interests of Eastern Canada. Speaking 
to a representative of the Coloulst, Mr. 
Hale said that although the association 
had been In active existence for twenty 
years It was only recently that It hail 
made Its Importance felt. The object of 
the association is primarily to further the 
Interests of the manufacturers of Canada 
and guard them against undue foreign com- 
petition, and to do this successfully, 
thorough organization and eternal vigilance 
are necessary. It Is the work of the legis- 
lative committee to watch every measure 
Introduced In parliament, to carefully con- 
sider the possible effect ou the manufactur- 
ing Industries and, when necessary, bring 
influence to bear on the government of the 
day to have the bill so framed before Its 
adoption as law that It may not conflict 
With the Interests of any group of members 
of the association. The tariff committee In 
entrusted with the tns.'c of securing varia- 
tions in the tariff that will tend to benefit 
the Canadian manufacturer and consumer, 
and as the association Is strong numerically 
and represents SinO.OOO.OOO of capital It Is 
enabled to bring strong pressure to bear 
upon the government and secure conces- 
sions that Individual manufacturers or even 
a combination of nil those engaged In one 
line of business, could not hope for. While 
wielding a strong Influence at Ottawa, the 
association Is not In any sense a political 
body: It knows neither party in the pur- 
suance of Its objects, which are above 
politics and aim only nt the general ad- 
vancement of Canada as a manufacturing 
country. The association must not he 
i-onfounded with the trade combines or 
trusts. It has nothing to do with them 
and If not a Joint stock or profit making 
concern. The annual membership fee Is 
only $lu, and there is only one paid officer, 
the secretary. 

Another object of the organization, and a 
most Important one. is to bring the differ- 
ent products of Canadian skill and Industry 
promlncntly before the world, and secure 
markets for them. To tills end the asso- 
ciation Issues a Canadian trade index, or 
classified directory of Its members, by 
which the names of the manufacturers of 
Canada are mnde known to the world of 
trade. An edition If 15,000 or the Im'"X 
Is now In preparation, which will be dis- 
tributed In the principal trade centres of 
the United Stales, Great Britain, South 
America and Europe, as well as In Hie 
other colonies of the Empire. The associa- 
tion Is earnestly In favor nf preferential 
trade within the Empire. and Us every effort 
will he put forth to bring about that, most 
Important Industrial policy. The advan- 
tages of such a commercial bond would 
lie very great to every part of the Enmlre. 
hut to nono more so than to Canada, which 
has not ooly raw materials In abundance 



for export, but Is rapidly becoming a large 
exporter of finished products. 

Great interest is being taken In the asso- 
ciation. The most prominent manufactur- 
ers In every part of the Dominion are 
joining; in December 37 new members were 
enrolled, and the membership is Increasing 
daily. The members are loyally giving 
much valuable time to the work, for they 
recognize that lu addition to the practical 
objects,' there are strong patriotic reasons 
to make the association the most influen- 
tial and representative organization of 
business men lu Canada. The deliberations 
of such a body must have un Important 
bearing upon legislation, and It must bo 
observed that governments are relying, 
more and more upon the carefully prepar- 
ed opinions of such Interested associations. 
Then, toe,- the association alms at cultivat- 
ing u national pride In our own products 
and so counteracting the popular prejudice 
iu favor of Imported goods. 

Besides the Canadian Trade Index the 
association publishes Industrial Canada, a 
journal devoted to the news of the asso- 
ciation and the progress of the world's 
trade. This In distributed among the mem- 
bers and those Interested lu the objects 
of tile association. 

Mr. Dale reported that his task thus far 
had been an easy one, meeting with the 
most gratifying success. All the Important 
manufacturing firms of Vancouver had join- 
ed the association, and the principal object 
of his visit to British Columbia had been 
accomplished. This was to secure the 
co-operation of the lumbering Interests of 
the province In securing the re-lmposltlon 
of the dutv on lumber Imported from the 
United Slates, which will he one of the 
association's strongest efforts during the 
coming session of the parliament. Mr. 
Hale expressed Ills Intention of visiting all 
tie manufacturers of Victoria with the ob- 
ject of explaining the advantages of mem- 
bership In the association, and inducing 
them to join. It Is understood that he has 
met with gratifying success.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

To the Editor of the Colonist. 

Sir.— At the meeting of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, there 
was brought forward the matter of the 
cruel treatment of cattle, horses ami dogs, 
by ranchers and Indians. The speaker 
Instanced many Instances where especially 
during the winter months both cattle and 
often horses were left to starve, without 
shelter or food, except for the meagre 
pickings they could get from the fields. 
Dogs were regularly left by the Indians 
when they left for fishing, without any 
food, consequently they became a thieving 
nuisance. Then there was the shockingly 
Inhuman treatment meted out to faithful 
animals by prospectors and miners. 

Such a state of cruelty as that referred 
to would not be possible, If the young of 
the last generation had been brought to 
understand to love the animal creation, 
how such n state of things exosts, as is 
a disgrace to our civilization ,aud presents 
a problem almost too great to deal with. 
It Is, therefore, with great pleasure that 
the committee note that in the admirable 
leader on the work of this society mention 
Is made of the necessity that exists that 
the pupils In nil schools should he Instruct- 
ed In the duty they owe to be kind to all 
living things. This society inaugurated In 
the public schools Junior branches of this 
society, known throughout the world by 
the designation "Bands of Mercy:" parents 
and scholars were much Interested In the 
work, nod there was a membership of over 
ROO children. Addresses were given 111 each 
division, on the day and at the hour.whleh 
did not interfere with Hie ordinary wm«-v 
of the school. However, for reasons which 
need not he entered upon hen? fids work 
could not be carried on In the public schools 
of this city. In the Eastern provinces, 
throughout America, nnd throughout the 
boned schools of England Hands of Mercy 
are lu worklug order and lossnns are given

THE VICTORIAN EIJA. 

The reign «>r Her Most Gracious 
Majesty Queen Victoria will go down to 
history as one of the most remarkable in 
all history. It is an extraordinary 
thing that any sovereign should wear 
the crown for sixty-three yours without 
there having arisen in .'ill that time, 
although it was an era of democracy, 
the slightest disposition to deny her 
right to the royal oillee. It is a remark- 
able tiling that she should have so ad- 
ministered her responsible duties 
never to have come Into collision with 
the popular will. It is notable that the 
court over which she presided 
maiden, wife and widow has never been 
tainted by a breath of scandal. It is 
something out of common to be able to 
say of a sovereign that, as the head of 
a family, as n simple Christian, and as 
one who walked in the line of duty, a: 
sho saw it, with firmness and courage 
fthe left nothing to do desired. A writer 
in an American magazine recently d 
scribed her us a woman who " had 
missed her opportunities." He pro! 
ably Btandn alone among men in holding 
that opinion of the noble lady whom so 
many millions mourn. Not the least 
conspicuous feature of the Victorian era 
is the splendid example set by her in 
every one of the important relations in 
life which she was called upon in God's 
providence to fill. 

The Victorian era will be memorable 
because it witnessed the fullest develop 
ment of constitutional government that 
the world has ever seen. Tennyson has 
described the Empire as a " crowned re- 
public." but no such claim as this cou'd 
have been made for it during the reign 
of any of Her Majesty's predecessors. 
Too much credit cannot be given to th 
late queen for her personal share in tfcis 
great work. She inherited from her at 
cestors an exalted idea of the rr>gi 
nfllee, and apparently was not at th 
outset indisposed ti> assert the prorogi 
tive with some aggressiveness. In this 
view she was supported by Baron Stock 
mar, a gentleman selected by her uncle 
the King of the Belgians, as a proper 
guide for her on constitutional question 
Stockmnr was a man of talent, but he 
was out of touch with British instit'i 
tions. He exercised a strong influon i 
over the Queen, and, after her marriage, 
over the Prince Consort, He made no 
concealment of his hostility to th 
growing spirit of democracy. If he 
could have had his way, there would 
have been set up in the United Kingdom 
a personal government. There is reason 
to suppose that at first the Prince Con- 
sort was not averse to this view, and 
that he would have preferred to have 
enjoyed a more lofty title and exercised 
more power than he ever possessed. 
But the wisdom of the young queen was 
equal to the unique conditions of the 
hour. She understood better than her 
political tutor and better than her hus 
band that she held the sceptre as the 
trustee of the people, and at an early 
day she made manifest her determina- 
tion to be content to reign without striv- 
ing to govern. AYo shall not attempt to 
I disguise the fact that her being a woman 
.of strong religious instincts and natural 
kindness undoubtedly facilitated the de- 
velopment of constitutional government; 
but the more emphasis we lay upon her 
sex and disposition, the more we must 
admit her sound common sense, without 
which it would have been simply im- 
possible for her to have avoided consti- 
■ tutional complications. 

It is not, therefore, claiming too much 
to say that the British Empire, as we 
have it to-day, was made possible by 
the Queen. If, instead of such views 
as influenced her course, there had been 
the wrong-headedness of her grand- 
father, George III.; if she had not beOn 
a woman of superb ■wisdom, the remark- 
able and wholly unprecedented system, of 
government which made her Umpire 
possible could never have been estab- 
lished. If ever there was n case of the 
right person in the right place, it was 
afforded by the sovereignty of such a 



queen nt such a period in the history of 
tbe British people. Of all the achieve- 
ments of the last century, the building 
up in its best form of popular goy>rn- 
ment may well be claimed to he best, 
for it is the most permanent in its effects 
and made many other things possible. 
It permitted the development of social, 
industrial and commercial conditions in 
a manner that would not have been pos- 
sible if tin- people of the most enlight- 
ened nation had been distracted by tur- 
moil and strife in an effort to preserve 
their freedom. instead of this they 
felt their rights secure, and hence were 
able to devote their undivided energy to 
the working out of the great problems, 
the solution of which give character to 
the Victorian era. 



VANCOUVER ISLAND IRON, 

In announcing that the great linn of 
Vlcans, Sons & Maxim is negotiating 
for the purchase of the Midvale Steel 
Works and the Cramp Shipbuilding 
Yards of Philadelphia, the British Co- 
lumbia Review, of Loudon, England, 
asks why the large British shipbuild- 
ing firms do not consider the advantages 
offered by tbo Maritime Provinces for 
the establishment of steel works and 
ship yard*. The paper then goes on to 
•say that "steel can be made more cheap- 
ly at Sydney, Cape Breton, than at any 
other point in the world on tide water, 
and shippings could be cheaply trans- 
ported from Sydney to St. John or Hali- 
fax, which have fine harbors, open 
throughout the year." 

The Review is perfectly right in en- 
deavoring to attract the attention of 
British steel manufacturers and nhi[>- 
huUders to the advantage* afforded for 
the profitable prosecution of their busi- 
ness on the Atlantic coast, but we must 
take exception to the statement that 
"steel ca.n be made more cheaply at Syd- 
ney, C. B., than at any other point in 
the world on tide water." There is no 
doubt that that section of Canada is ad- 
mirably suited for steel production and 
shipbuilding, but it must be remembered 
that the iron ore used there in the man- 
ufacture of steel has to be transported 
from Newfoundland ,a fact that must 
necessarily add considerably to the first 
coast. 

The Colonist submits that the most fa- 
vorahle point for the production of steel 
which exists in the world to-day is the 
West Coast of Vancouver Island. Here 
within a few miles of Victoria, on tide 
water and in magnificent harbors, are 
immense deposits of hematite and mag- 
netite iron ore, entirely free from sul- 
phur and yielding from 00 to 64 per 
cent, of pure iron, while in close prox 
imity— iu Home cases actually adjoining 
the deposits— are abundant supplies of 
the finest limestone and coking coal, 
and building timber is everywhere. Al- 
though these ideal (natural conditions 
exist, no steps have been as yet ta.kcn 
to utilize them by Canadian or British 
manufacturers. United States capital 
istH, however, have recognized the value 
of these ore deposits and a.re quietly se- 
curing control of some of them, with a 
view to establishing steel plants and 
shipyards in the neighboring State of 
Washington. Thus, if Cunadian and 
British manufacturers are slack enough 
to permit it, their United States com- 
petitors will eventually absorb all the 
iron of Vancouver Island and take the 
ore to Washington, where the profits of 
its manufacture will serve to further 
enrich tbe States at the expense of Can- 
ada.. Apart from this practical waste ol 
her raw material, Canada and the Brit- 
ish Empire will witness the intolerable 
spectacle of the United States securing 
the steel and iron trade of Japan and 
China, due to her own hick of enter 
prise and the unpatriotic action of Brit 
ish capitalists in investing their money 
:n a foreign country, while an important 
section of Lhc Empire offers them bet 
ter inducements and an opportunity to 
assist in the general upbuilding of 
Greater Britain. 

It may be pointed out that the govern- 
ment of the Dominion offers a liberal 
bonus on every ton of pig iron produced 
in Canada from native iron ore. and a 
further bonus on every ton of steel man- 
factured. This, in itself, should prove an 
incentive to the manufacturers of Great 
Britain to examine the possibilities of 
Canada, and more particularly of the 
coast, of British Columbia, as a field 
for steel making, before investing their 
money in the United States. 

While the Colonist has no desire to de- 
cry the advantages presented by the 
Maritime Provinces to the steel and 
shipbuilding trades, it would suggest to 
the British Columbia, Review that, >as a 
paper avowedly devoted to the inter- 
ests of thin province, our contemporary 
might profitably devote some space to 
the shipbuilding and steel manufactur- 
ing possibilities or Vancouver Island. 

The Winnipeg Tribune says Canadians 
have too many holidays, and opposes 
the proposition of making May 24 Em- 
pire Day. If the utilitarians of the ef- 
fete East would come and live in our 
glorious climate for a little while, they 
would decide that too many holidays 
were an impoHsibility.

Immense Crowd Join in the 
Societies Memorial in Af- 
ternoon. 



Proclamation of {he Accession 
of King Edward to the 
Throne.

"Oh, death, when' is thy sting? 
grave, where is thy victory'/" 

Never were the words more forcibly 
illustrated than yesterday when the peo- 
ple, of Victoria, one ajid all, turned out 
to pay a last tribute of love and respect 
to Victoria, the Good. Nature, arrayed 
in holiday garments of clear blue sky 
and bright sunshine, brought homo to 
them the consoling fact that, though all 
things mortal are doomed to pass away, 
the infinite and everlasting endures to 
sooth the grief and soften the anguish 
of all earthly parting with one held dear 
by every heart. The sombre tokens of 
grief with which the public buildings and 
stores were draped, the black clothes of 
the people, the mourning badges, and the 
half masted lings everywhere visible, 
told of the wniversaj regret and sorrow, 
but the crisp, life-giving breeze and the 
glorious sunshine inspired the mourners 
with a spiritual exhilaration, a conscious- 
ness thai she for whom they sorrowed 
had but laid down the mortality to as- 
sume a more glorious existence beyond 
the grave. 

Nowhere in the British Empire were 
the memorial services for the dead 
Queen more universally and respectful- 
ly observed than in Victoria. Every 
store, office and other place of business 
was closed, even the saloons and restaur- 
ants, and with few exceptions the build- 
ings were draped in black and purple 
Men, women nnd children were either 
clothed In black or wore crepe bands or 
mourning badges, and in the windows 
were displayed portraits of Her Majesty 
appropriately draped. Nothing that love, 
respect and loyalty could suggest was 
left undone- to make the occasion memor- 
able for all time to those who witnessed 
the ceremonies, which were carried out 
with perfect order throughout. Never in 
her history has Victoria shown herself 
more prompt to seize the requirements 
of a popular demonstration and never 
has she succeeded in more fittingly per- 
forming them. The thanks of the citi- 
zens are due to the officials, the members 
of the Patriotic committee, and the fed- 
erated societies for the admirable man- 
ner in which the ceremonies were carried 
out. 

In the forenoon special memorial ser- 
vices were held in all the churches of the 
city, and these were attended by large 
congregations, who listened with sorrow- 
ful attention to the eulogistic tributes 
paid to the departed monarch by their re- 
spective pastors. Tn the afternoon the 
principal streets were crowded with slow 
moving thousands wending their way to 
the Parliament Buildings where the na- 
tional, benevolent and friendly societies 
were to assemble to hold n grand memor- 
ial service. The procession of leading 
citizens and members of the various so- 
cieties which marched from the City 
Hall to the Parliament Buildings was 
the largest and most impressive gather- 
ing of the kind ever witnessed in the 
city. The silent throngs of people that 
lined the streets along the route of march 
gave the affair a peculiarly solemn tone 
which could not fail to deeply impress 



and treasure the recollection as one of 
its earliest and most precious. 

The exercises in front of the Parlia- 
ment buildings, which consisted of brief 
addressed by Mayor Hayward, His Hon. 
Lieut. -(Jov. Sir Hem 'oly, the singing 
of the hymns, "Rock of Ages," "Nearer 
My God to Thee," and "Abide With 
Me," a short service conducted by Lev. 
Leslie Clay, an eloquent eulogiuni by 
Rev. Elliott S. Rowe and the benediction 
made up a ceremony which was at once 
impressive nnd appropriate. 

The scene was one never to be forgot- 
ten, viewed from the postoflice the multi- 
tude which covered the whole of the 
extensive lawn, thrown into bold relief 
by the noble pile, the entire front of 
which was draped in black, which again 
stood forth against the magnificent hack 
ground of the distant Olympians, formed 
a tableau that will linger in the mem- 
ory of all those who witnessed it. When 
the immense assemblage raised its voice 
as one man in the grand old hymns, the 
scene and the impression conveyed, baf- 
fles description. Nothing grander, more 
picturesque, more impressive can be 
imagined it was a spontaneous outburst 
or love and loyalty to the deceased and 
devotion and reverence to the Almighty 
Father which could scarcely be equalled 
anywhere on earth. 

The closing ceremony was a fitting 
termination to a day lung to be remem- 
bered. At the close of the open air me- 
morial service the procession reformed 
and returned to the City nail, where 
after a fanfare of trumpets the accession 
proclamation of King Edward VII was 
read. Immense crowds blocked the 
■i in the neighborhood, who, when 
the reading concluded, joined heartily 
singing "God Save the King"— the 
first occasion upon which the new nation- 
al anthem has been heard in Victoria.

AT THE CHURCHES. 

Memorial Services at All the Churches 
Yesterday Morning. 

The memorial services held :it the 
hurches were very largely attended, 
the sacred edifices in almost every in- 
stance being crowded to the doors. The 
services were to a large extent of a 
musical character, although the presid- 
ing e'lercv delivered short sermons. 
CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, judges of 
the Supreme court, members of the ex-' 
lutivo council and consuls of foreign 
nations attended tit Christ Church Ca- 
hedral, where the services were eon- 
hioted by the Bishop of Columbia. In 
lis address he referred Lo the Queen's 
ife as nn example for all to follow, she 
having in nil the difficulties of her sta- 
tion sought the guidance of God. The 
rvice opened with Chopin's funeral 
arch, and cloved with the "Dead 
March in Saul" and "Rock of Ages.", 
At St. Saviour's which \vn.s attended 
liv the Imperial forces of the Anglican 
denomination; St. John's, where the 
Firth Regiment attended: St. Paul's, 
Ksquimalt. which was crowded with 
men from the army and navy; St. BaT- 
ua,ban', St. James' and the other Angli- 
an churches of tho district, impressive 
services were held. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC. ; 
After mass at St Andrew's R. C. ca- 
thedral, a solemn choral service was ren- 
lered by the choir and an address was 
ielivered by Bishop Orlh. Beethoven's 
funeral inarch was played by the organ- 
ist. Mrs. Lombard; Miss E. Selll sang, 
'Abide With Me"; Miss McNifle, "Pie 
Tesu;" the choir rendered the Psalms, 
Misere Mei Deus" and "Do Profun- 
lis," the service closing with the "Dead 
March in Saul." In the course of his 
remarks the Bishop said: 

"On this occasion we have assembled 
accompany in spirit the funeral cor- 
tege of our departed Queen, and to wit- 
ssa the obsequies assigning her mortal 
mains to their last resting place. As 
loval subjects of England's throne wo 
ply sympathize with the Royal fam- 
ily in the bereavement of its Queen. A 
retrospection of tlier long and eventful 
life as wife, mother and Queen, gives 
us gooil reasons, whilst bowing submis- 
sively to God's holy will, to mourn over 
the groat loss our country sustained in 
her demise; but in this dark gloom of 
sorrow let up lift up our eyes and raise 
our hearts to God in thanksgiving; to 
thank Him for the admirable example 
of purity she exhibited in her domestic 
ind court life;, to thank Him for the 
rapid progress .made during her reign in 
the culture of arts and sciences, and in 
the wondrous development of commerce 
in particular to offer thanks to God for 
the enjoyment of civil and religious lih- 
rties under her sceptre; in a word, to 
thank God for the countless blessings 
Ho vouchsafed to confer upon her for 
the domestic happiness of her family 
iud the prosperity of our country." 

Referring to King Edward, Bishop 
Orth said: 

Man is a social being. Hence the so- 
cial state is natural to him, and by con- 
sequence the civil or political state is 
also natural to man, since a multitude of 
Iranian beings could not live in a social 
state unices they he united into a body 
politic. For the relatively ultimate end 
of society is the common good of all its- 
members; .and this common good cannot 
bo attained unless all are united under 
common government of supreme au- 
thority. Man's selfishness and his con- 
trary inclinations, or, 'in other words, 
mnn'H turbulent passions, would render 
the existence of a peaceful community 
impossible unless there was over it a 
srtiperi'.ir power - which would be 'tolly; 
competent to enact just laws and"" to 
This secular 



God; be it mediately or immediately, 
proximately or remotely, for St. Paul 
says: There is no power but from 
God.' Following this line of thought the 
great Apostol writes to Timothy: T de- 
sire lirst of all that supplications and 
prayers and intercessions and thanks- 
givings he made by men— for kings, for 
all that are in high places, that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceful life in ail piety 
and chastity.' " 

After a brief comment on this pass- 
age, he closed his address with a, feel- 
ing supplication to God for our new sov- 
ereign's success and the aggrandize- 
ment of England's throne. 

Rear- Admiral Bickford an<l many 
men from the navy, adherents of the 
Roman Catholic church, attended tho 
services U.t Esquhnalt, which were con- 
ducted by Rev. Father Nieolaye.

In the course of an elo- 
quent sermon, Rev. Mr. Vichert said: 

"We have hung our Hags at half-mast; 
we have displayed everywhere our sym- 
bols of mourning, 'The trappings and 
the suits of woe,' but everywhere 
throughout the Empire it is true that 
'we have that within which passeth 
show.' Tin; other day the message Hash- 
ed along tho wires, The Queen is dead.' 
Dead! Who said so? Infidelity may 
say so; thoughtless men may say so; but 
they speak foolishly and ignorant ly. She 
is not dead. Over such as her, death 
hat no power. She has joined the choir 
invisible and is ajive forevermore. 

"Our lirst word to-day ought to be one 
of gratitude to God that lie gave its 
such a sovereign for so long a time. 
Some reigns halve been mercifully sbrort; 
Others, like hers, have been mercifully 
long. Thank God that through the longest 
reign in British history, through per- 
haps the most perilous and momentous 
times in the nation's career, we lia.vc 
had a ruler of such wisdom, grace and 
power! We pay tribute to her woman- 
ly Christian character. 'In that tierce 
light which bouts about a throne,' her 
graces have shone with trujiseendant 
beauty. She claims our reverence and 
our homage as mother, wife and Queen. 
In every position she showed herself 
noble, heroic, Christ-like. The poet's 
prayer for her after the death of the 
i'rince Consort lias been abundant lv 
fu'lflled." 

I 'KESB YTER I AN CH U RC II ES. 

At the First Presbyterian church, the 
Rt-v. Dr. Campbell conducted a memor- 
ial service to the memory of our late 
Queen. His subject of address was 
"Queen Victoria and the Progress of 
the World During the Victorian Age." 
He referred brielly to the state of the 
courts of Europe at her accession to the 
throne, and the comparatively high mor- 
al tone of them at the present day, much 
of which was due to the influence of 
Britain's Queen, lie brielly referred to 
the progress of the arts and sciences, 
giving a few illustrations. Also the ex- 
pansion of commerce, and the extension 
of the Empire, the improvement in edu- 
cation and literature, the placing of civ- 
il and religious liberty on a linn basis, 
the spread of the Gospel in all lands, the 
translation of the Bible into "iU0 lan- 
guages and dialects, and almost the 
whole world now open to missionaries .of 
the Christian religion. 

There was a mournful note in Dr. 
Campbell's address when referring to 
the wars during the Queen's reigu. He 
said the Queen was much opposed to 
war where it could at all he averted, 
for she loved pence. He touched on the 
Indian mutiny, the Crimean war, the 
Soudan war, and other less extensive 
wars. It was with a heavy heart, she 
consented to the war in South Africa, 
a war that, cost the nation many valu- 
able lives, and tis not yet ended. "We 
ore saddened," said the Doctor, "as 
Canadians, to think that the first cloud 
that came over the throne of our beau- 
tiful young Queen waa the rebellion • of 
1S37 in Canada. It should be noted, 
however, that (.he colonists took up 
arms in this rebellion, if rebellion it can 
be properly called, not against Grea_t 
Britain or British rule, hut against the 
intolerable autocratic despotism of the 
"Family Compact," for it was its in- 
justice and tyranny, that goaded the 
people to take up arms." 

In .conclusion, he referred to the sor- 
row -of the Roral family, and applied the 
death of Her Majesty, as a lesson to old 
nnd young, to prepare as pilgrims for the 
end of the journey of life. Tho "Dead 
March in Saul" concluded a. solemn ser- 
vice.

As a. maiden, 
she was admired; as a wife, she was 
honored: as a widow, she- has been loved 
with a reverent and intense love, both 
by those immediately surrounding her 
and her people."

,ry of tlie west. It is estimated 
ii> easy calculation that upwards of 
■■■■'•) joined in the public expression 
of celing at the memorable event. 

The day was perfect. The sun shone 
brigntly and a bracing breeze blew from 
the north. Yates street early in the af- 
ternoon was the scene of interest. There 
all the societies gathered in squads, 
marching Crom the rarious lodge rooms. 
A great crowd witnessed the assembly. 
All was silence. There was an entire 
absence of the air of jocularity which is 
usually evident on occasions when there 
are large assemblages, the great solemn- 
ity of the occasion being apparently 
iuly appreciated by the immense throngs 
of people. 

Promptly at 2:30 the procession started 
in the following order:

To solemn dirges played by the hands 
the great crowd moved with slow steps 
to the parliament buildings. The pro- 
cession was about a half mile long. 
When its destination had been reached 
by the leaders the rear end had not yet 
turned the corner of Yates and Gov- 
ernment street. 

Chief Langley and his squad of city 
police were kept busy clearing the 
thronged route and preparing for the 
reception of the societies at the parlia- 
ment grounds. They performed their 
duties well. Each of the societies were 
filed up in good positions in front of the 
main entrance on the broad driveway. 

On Beats on the wide range of stops 
extending in front of the main entrance 
wre tiio members of the legislature, 
•?lty coucil and hoard of school trustees. 

Shortly after ,1 His Honor the Liout- 
Gov., Sir Henry .Toly, His Worship Mny- 
or ITayward, Bishop Cridge, Rev. Elliot 
S. Rowe, and Rev. W. Leslie Clay, 
emerged from the parliament buildings 
and took seats on the draped platform 
structure which had been erected out- 
side of the driveway in front of the 
main entrance. At that time the spa- 
cious grounds were packed with dense 
n. asses of people. The programme was 
then proceeded with. His Worship May- 
or Hay ward said: 

"Wo are here today under the wide 
canopy of heaven in the open, with' a 
bright sun overhead, but as we are 
taught that every place is hallowed 
ground when mooting together with right 
purposes in view, we may expect a bless- 
ing, and I am sure we shall all realize 
that we are about to engage in services 
demanding our serious and devout atten- 



tion. We have met to pay the last trib- 
ute of respect and do honor to the mem- 
ory of our beloved and departed Queen, 
one to whom we have so long given a 
loving loyal obedience, and whose wo- 
manly virtues, noble example and gentle 
goodness has ever been an inspiring and 
mighty influence for good. We admin 
her tactful patronage of art, science and 
literature, which during her long and 
happy reign has made so much advance 
and which has contributed in no small 
degree to the comfort and prosperity of 
her people, but we are especially thank- 
ful for the large measure of civil and re- 
ligious liberty which during these years 
have been secured to. us. So that now 
we can justly claim that under no other 
Hag can the same satisfactory assurance 
of personal freedom and security bo felt 
than under the constitutional monarchy 
of the British Empire." 

At the conclusion of His Worship's 
remarks all present joined in singing 
"Nearer My God to Thee," the hymn 
being accompanied by the City Band. 
The thousands of voices in chorus had 
a most impressive effect, and those who 
had an opportunity to hear the combined 
singing from a distance say the efteot 
was grand. 

At the conclusion of the hymn the 
00th psalm was reeited by Rev. W.Leslio 
Clay; then prayer was offered, special al- 
lusion of course being made to the nota- 
ble event which way responsible for the 
assemblage. 

His Hon. the Lieut. Governor then 
said: 

"I am forcibly struck with the heading 
of this paper just now distrubtuted to us, 
deep meaning inthese three words! By 
this meeting, these three first words: 
'Societies' Memorial Service.' What a 
deep meaning in the three words! By 
whom is this meeting organized to express 
our love for the Queen and loyalty to the 
crown? By the authorities, the minis- 
tors, the Lieutenant-Governor, the gov- 
ernment? No, but by the poople, who 
know what they owe to the Queen and 
are anxious to express their love and 
gratitude to her. And that form does the 
expression of that love and gratitude as- 
sume? A memorial service. Do you 
appreciate the deep meaning of these 
words, a memorial service? That is an 
acknowledgement of what we owe to God 
for the blessing he has bestowed upon us 
by giving our country such a Queen, 
whose memory we meet to honor today. 
In this memorial service we all join 
to show the world that we remember what 
we owe to God. Wo pledge ourselves 
never to forget it; we return thanks to 
Him for his past mercies and we under- 
take to strive and deserve them for the 
future. 

"This is a day of sorrow hut not with- 
out hope. God has called back to him 
our Queen, who has ruled over us, like 
a mother, for nearly two-thirds of a 
century. He has left us a King in whom 
our hopes are now centered, who knovts 
intimately what our Queen felt her deep 
love for her people, who is imbued with 
the same feelings and whom we can 
trust, with the help of God to continue 
her noble work.'' (Applause.) 

"Rock of Ages" was then sunc, after 
which Rev. Elliott S. Rowe, pastor of 
the Metropolitan Methodist church, de- 
livered a very eloquent address. He 
said in part: 

"Xovrr before in the history of the 
race did four words, concerning any sin- 
gle human being carry so much meaning 
to so many hearts as did those four 
words which announced to the world ten 
days ago the close of the Victorian era, 
'The Queen is Dead." 

"Never before did news of death set 
atolling so many bells, whose notes cir- 
cled the earth, spread over the conti- 
nents, leaped from island to island of the 
broad oceans and wakened echoes in the 
"last least lump" of coral in the further 
most edge of the "seven seas." It was^as 
if the greatest of the nations' smarting 
from tin; sharp thrust of sudden and dire 
calamity groaned out her pain — her 
notes of sorrow reinforced by the 
sympathetic voices of her sisters— for 
when the British Empire lost its Queen 
the world lost its most illustrious and 
best loved citizen. 

"How shall we explain this unique and 
splendid tribute? Ts it to he found in 
human regard for exalted earthly posi- 
tion — the respect of men for crowns 
and thrones and sceptres? Never did 
men think less of these things' than 
now. The regal state and the sceptred 
race fire human imagination but do not 
awaken the emotions of the heart. 
Heads may bow, knees may bond before 
the kingly sceptre, but the hearts of men 
respond to human worth alone. Victor 
Hugo says there is on!y one thing be- 
fore which we should kneel and that is 
goodness. This is the homage that, the 
world pays to the dead Queen. To the 
woman who has in her long, patient life 
glorified and dignified her sex— and fill- 
ed with a new meaning every word de- 
scriptive of woman's office — whether 
daughter, wife, mother or queen. 

"And the message that awaked the 
bells, tells of the passing of this pure 



soul from its earthly to its heavenly hab- 
itation. It is the import of this fateful 
message that calls out the demonstration 
in which we now participate. As 1 
think of the great procession I viewed 
today — as I look out over this vast coil- 
course now before me, I ask myself what 
is its' significance. Does it express only 
a love for display, or does it speak out 
a sincere respect and love for her who 
has gone, and ardent loyalty to the 
national institutions which she has san- 
ctified by the devotion of a long and 
arduous life? 

"I need not ask you which it is. I 
need not ask you whether you revere her 
memory, I need not ask you men and 
women of Canada and of the city of Vic- 
toria whether you are loyal to king and 
country. I need not ask you for I al- 
ready know. 1 have heard your answer. 
All the world has heard. Your citizens 
went ten thousand miles to give it — and 
many a mouldering heap in Africa states 
your answer iu terms more eloquent than 
words, and more convincing than solemn 
oath. And if one who does not know 
should ask me I would answer him in 
one word and that word is Paardeberg. 
The spirit that sent that word ringing 
round the world in triumphant proclama- 
tions of Canadian loyalty. The spirit 
that soaked African soil with 
Canadian blood in Britain's cause and 
for love of Britain's Queen is the spirit 
which today Bpeaks out its tribute of 
respect and love in this great demonstra- 
tion, i 

But we came not today to boast of 
our loyalty or our love — we came not to 
glory in past national achievements, , or 
to paint glowing pictures of the upward 
path of progress. We came to pay trib- 
ute to one who has "through all this 
tract of years" wore "the white tlower of 
a blameless life," and we came 
to impress upon our children 
that their city bears a name that will 
forever shine on the page of history and 
that they could set before themselves 
no more lofty purpose, and strive for 
no brighter destiny for their city than 
that it should he worthy of its name. 

"It is eminently fitting than you men 
and women of the benevolent societies 
should organize such a demonstration. 
We are apt to think that only the of- 
ficers of state, the military and the navy 
should engage \ n such functions. And 
in some lands perhaps there are strong 
reasons why it should he so, hut the 
peculiar and almost unique glory of Vic- 
toria's throne was that it was not upheld 
alone by force of arms and the genius 
of statecraft, but that it is "broad based 
upon the people's wall" and that because 
its foundations lay deep in the people's 
hearts. 

"What then could be more appropriate 
than that the army whose banner is 
brotherhood, whose oath enjoins friend- 
ship and which with the weapons of 
mutual help, wars against human 
want and suffering should pay lov- 
ing tribute to the memory of 
her whose glory is that she re- 
vealed in herself tlm power of enthroned 
affection and whose life and work were 
a coronal ion () f "friendship, love and 
truth.., 

"Abide Willi Mo" was then sung ami 
the benediction pronounced by the vener- 
able Bishop ('ridge. The procession re- 
formed and marched to the city hall, 
where the King's proclamation was read 
by the city clerk, Wellington J. Dowler. 
This latter proved a most interesting 
feature of the demonstration. 

Upon the arrival of the procession and 
the civic dignitaries assuming seats upon, 
the special platform, there was a fan- 
fare of trumpets, after which the crier, 
in the person of Constable Carson, shout- 
ed his "Oyez— commanding all to be si- 
lent. Then followed the reading of the 
proclamation, which was followed by an- 
other fanfare of trumpets, "God Save 
the King" was then sung, terminating 
the proceedings. 



ARMY AND NAVY. 

Salute of Eighty-One Guns Fired from 
Ships and Forts. 

Eighty-one guns— one for every years 
of the life of the late Queen— were fired, 
yesterday afternoon by the army and 
navy. At 3:55 p.m. the 10th eomp.-i.nv, 
R. G. A., at Work Point barracks, load- 
ed one of their six-inch guns, and for 
forty minutes they fired, one gun every 
minute. Then, after the garrison had 
fired their forty rounds, the survey ship 
Egeria took up the firing, and her small 
guns boomed out the other forty-one 
guns, firing alternately from port and 
larboard, the last gun being fired as 
the Union .Tacks. Ensigns and Standard 
came tottering down ' from where they 
were at half-mast, at sunset. The sa- 
lute— the last to be given to her dead 
Majesty in the Empire, for here, where 
west is east, time is delayed more than 
::.t any other point — would have been 
tired from the flagship Warspite, hut as 
that vessel is still in the dry dock, she 
could not discharge her guns. 

Yesterday .morning a memorial service 
was held on the flagship by the chap- 
lain. Rev. Mr. Wanborough, which was 
it tended by all the officers, excepting 
Rear-AdmiraJ Bickford, who had gone 
ashore to attend the service at the R. 
C. cathedral, being a follower of that 
igion. All were in full dress. The ser- 
vice, which was of a similar character to 
the usual Church of Engln,nd service*, 
was concluded with the playing of the 
"Dead March in Saul." The companies 
of the other ships in port attended ser- 
vice at the Esquimalf churches. The 
officers and men of the other arm of 
the service at Work Point and the Roy- 
al Canadians at Work Point, attended 
liie services in the city churches, a largo 
contingent being noticed in several of 
the churches. 



REGIMENT PARADE. 

Largo Turnout of Volunteers for the Ser- 
vices at St. John's. 

The Firth Regiment, in command of 
Major Williams, took part in the memor- 
ial ceremonies held at St. John's church 
where Rev. Foreival .Tenns, M. A., con- 
ducted the service. The parade as a 
whole was a very creditable one and rep- 
resented about 250 of all ranks, including 
the hand, but the fact that there were 
individual companies which mustered but 
ten files on an occasion like j-osterday, 
would seem to require some explanation. 
Besides this, the variegated uniforms of 
the officers caused some comment — Ill- 
fitting helmets, some appearing in brown 
belts, some in white belts and others in 
belts nearer approaching silver in color 
than they did the gold belts worn by 
others. It would have added very mater- 
ially to the smart appearance of the 
corps had all the officers worn serges and 
white belts rather than that tunics and 
gold bolts should hnvo been almost the 
exception.

GERMAN FEELING. 



It Is Said to Be Still Very Cool Towards 
Great Britain. 



Berlin. Feh. 2.— Excepting a few Liber- 
al papers like the Vossiche Zeitung and 
Tagoblntt, the German press has in no 
way received the advances of the British 
press this week graciously. Nine tenths 
of the press persist in protending that 
the German Emperor's visit was a mere 
matter of filial piety, and that the hon- 
ors mutually conferred there were solely 
meaningless civilities, in nowise touch- 
ing or influencing the sentiments of the 
two nations towards each other, nor re- 
conciling their conflicting interests. 
While for a couple of days after the 
Queen's death, even the Anglophobo 
press kept a truce, during the last half 
of the week the press began to speak 
out openly upon the subject of Anclo- 
Germarv- relations as existing upon King 
Edward's accession. 

The Berlin Newuste Naehrielifen to- 
day prints an editorial rather friendly 
towards Englnnd, hut points out enorm- 
ous difficulties of an entente between the 
two countries, and demands that Eng- 
land must once and for all drop her old 
superciliousness and recognize Germany 
as her full equal. Only thus could an 
Understanding he at nil maintained. 

The Leipsic Neuste Naehriohten and 
the Hamburg Naehriehton print articles 
severely blaming the Emperor for his 
prolonged visit to Englnnd, the latter 
saying: "In thai the Emperor's English 
sympathies collide with his duties as 
Gorman Emperor." The Cologne Volks 
Zeitung claims that it is a bold fitrht be- 
tween the pro-Russian and pro-British 
parties in Germany, while the correct 
thing would be to preserve good relations 
towards both. 

The semi-official press during the wed; 
•has boon rigidly silent, .and is evidently 
awaiting the Emperor's return and inti- 
runtio. 

Every German paper that has in any 
-"■ay referred to Anglo-German relations, 
has scouted the idea of an Audio-Gorman 
alliance. 
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Death is friend of man. The ancients, 
who held death to be man's enemy stand- 
ing with uplifted sword to hew down 
every passerby upon life's highway, mis- 
took death's mission. It ho travel in- 
cognito and wear a mask, death has yet 
a smiling face and Is prince of life in 
disguise. He is not enemy, but loving 
friend. 

The inequalities of existence on this 
earth are many, and jagged in their ob- 
trusive sharpness. Misery overwhelms 
virtue as in a llood. Sorrow sweeps in 
tides above the brave and the benevol- 
ent. Silks drape vice in rustling robes 
of luxury, while righteousness goes 
through the street unclad and suffering. 
The times are always out of joint. But 
how much more except for the bless- 
ing of certain > death. A millionaire 
springs up. By dint of deft hand and 
'shrewd mind, of fortunate find or of 
still more fortunate investment, he ac- 
cumulates wealth which takes six fig- 
ures to set forth. Three score years 
have come and gone. His gold slips from 
his hand and he lies in the cemetery, 
the sleeping place, one in wealth with 
Lazarus. If death had left him undis- 
turbed, with fortune accumulating as 
the years went by, what is now unjust 
distribution of wealth would havp be- 
come prodigious because of increase. 
Croesus living until now would ha.-e 
owned the world. 

As with accumulated gold so with ac- 
cumulated learning. A Newton project- 
ed through a dozen centuries would 
have dwarfed nil other students. Fam- 
ilies would have been slaves forever or 
else lords. The webs of power which 
the great may weave in a single genera- 
tion would harden into bonds of steel 
which none could break. But death 
steps in with scythe to mow down great 
and feeble alike. Death gives each now 
generation the same chance its father 
had, and more. Despite all that love 
and law may do to leave fortune to 
one's children, there is still but a grave 
or two between fortune and poverty. 
Still scarce a century from power to pau- 
perism. Toil anil struggle as we will, 
accumulate and invest and bequosth, 
the children's children go down into the 
depths to struggle up again as we have 
done or to be hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water, yet content. As with 
wealth of money so with riches of learn- 
ing. Genius is nut hereditary, nor is 
intellectual endowment a matter of in- 
heritance. Children must learn it all 
over again, the alphabet as well as Eu- 
clid. Death is here the great equalizer. 
Dentil gives to every new born babe a 
chance. Thanks to the sickle's work 
the infant conies not into the world 
where the seats of the mighty are filled 
forever but comes upon a chess board 
from which the pieces of the former gen- 
eration's game are swept away ami each 
may become king or pawn, as be will. 
Deatli is the great democrat. No fam- 
ily has continued sway iu his dominion. 
Death is the great court of arbitration. 
Before him are adjusted all disputes, and 
the scales of justice are held with ex- 
actly even hand. The arbitration is com- 
pulsory as all successful arbitration must 
be until the niillenuim. The democracy 
is unavoidable, and without exception. 

Death, and afterward, are powerful 
factors for preservation of place and 
promotion of purity. Death is a police- 
man walking at a man's side. However 
much we seek to evade the thought, the 
shadow of the policeman still uprises 
and keeps us back riom places we else 
might go. Deatli is blessing because it 
suggests retribution and reward. "The 
fear o' hell's the hangman's rope, to keep 
the wretch in order." So the recollec- 
tion then just around "the corner is the 
little slit in the ground we call the grave 
makes men hold their heads higher and 
walk straighter than otherwise. But 
death is not policeman merely, to make 
arrest and to arraign and to drag off to 
jail. Death suggests immortality, and 
immortality includes belief in prize for 
right living and punishment for wrong. 
Death is judge to try the case as well 
as policeman to bring into court the cul- 
prit. Death conies as blessing to those 
who are victims of the world's injustice. 

The belief in immortality is beginning- 
less. That man vill live again is woven 
into all the scheme of human existence. 
It is a thread which is scarlet in all the 
somber woof of the dreary years, pro- 
phecy of new life and promise. Of 
course science may not prove it, hand- 
maiden of truth though science is. Cer- 
tainly history has not evidence, for there 
is no history of the immortals.- But the 
heart knows best and the heart says man 
is immortal. The question which the 
Jewish poet-philosopher asked 4,000 
years ago has been answered affirma- 
tively by every heart since the mother 
Of all living "mourned over her first 
child dead. Deatli is a necessity in na- 
ture, and immortality is the palace cham- 
ber of which death is the door. 

Death is a blessing to humanity at 
large because it brings about social and 
intellectual progress otherwise unattain- 
able. The young are hospitable to new 
ideas. The young keep open house for 
truth. Few men make progress after 
they reach the age of 00 years. Reform- 
ers at 30 become conservatives at 70. 
The radical changes «s old age comes on 
into an obstructionist. The Western 
pioneer pushing across the prairie and 
felling the trees in the forest builded 
him a home beside a stream or spring. 
Having built this koine and reared chil- 
dren there ho sits content. The children 
would push forward into the West. They 
would be pioneers as well. The father 
urges them to remain with him. He 
is opposed to further exploration. He 
wishes no new lands conquered, and no. 
discoveries made. The pioneer has be- 
come a staid and moss-grown citizen. 
Thus With the intellectual pioneers. In 
early, eager Life thore is welcome, in- 
deed,, joyous searching out for new 
thoughts. With older years there conies 
a conservatism that ceases to encourage 
larger knowledge. Dsath is a blessing 
licre. Death takes <he fossils and gath- 
ers them to their fathers, removes the 
obstructionists that the stream of social 
progress and intellectual advancement 
may rise higher and tlow undisturbed. 

Death is a gatew*/, not a goal. While 
it enwraps the idea of immortality with 
rewards and punishments in natural, rea- 
sonable consequence, ft suggests progress 
as well. If death merely balanced ac- 
counts it would do well. The profit and 
loss of humanity's ledger is rarely right- 
ly adjusted. If death closed the books, 
having balanced them, it would be a 
blessing. But death Joes not close the 
books. It only opens a new set or turns 
n page in the old ox>es. We do not en- 
ter into eternity. We are in eternity. 
The soul does not become immortal. It 
is immortal now or not at all. Death 
merely wipes out the state or begins a 
new day. Death's twin sister, Sleep, 
closes the eyes to all the world and with 
each morning brings a new and different 
day. Death does the same. Balmy 
sJoep was sung by the poet as "tired 
•nature's sweet restorer." Death is an- 
other name for Bleep, or else sleep's 
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sister, kind and gentle and good. The 
wrongs of the world a spry are adjusted 
in the new day after death. The team 
are wiped away from weeping eyes, the 
sorrows have endured for the night, but 
they melt like mist in the morning. 

Death is physician as well as friend. 
Health is rarely met if ever in this 
world, perfect health which knows no 
pain nor ache, nor shadow of suffering. 
The mother wears herself out in the ser- 
vice of her children until she has knit- 
ted for her body a very cloak of pain. 
Young and old bend under burdens that 
accident and disease impose. Self-in- 
dulgence of parents sets the children's 
teeth on edge. The individual by choice 
or ancestry has taken a course that 
weaves a knotted rope to scourge him- 
self. The defective classes are a great 
army. The name of the prisoners of 
pain is legion. Science has gh-en an 
esthetic and anodyne, has laid its cool 
ing hnnd upon humanity's fevered fore- 
head and brought hriof surcease from 
pain. But at best there is but brief re- 
lief. The old pain returns, the gTay 
hairs come, the form bends with weight 
of years and woe. Death is a blessing 
in that it lifts burdens. In its dominion 
disease never comes. The vault door 
swings never open to admit beyond its 
thick, black drapery, the spirits of sick 
ness and suffering. 

But death is likewise blessing to the 
weary and heartsick ones, the old who 
have outlived companions, associates, 
friends. The most pitiable figure in 
fable or history is the 'Wandering .Tew. 
Condemned to endless life upon this earth 
is a punishment unbearable. To live 
after one's work is ended, after one's 
friends have gone ahead across the river, 
is suffering indeed. It is well for such 
that old ago puts its gentle hand upon 
them, softens and welcomes and brings 
second childhood before the birth of 
death. It is better than death if it 
conies to reunite them with the loved 
and lost . A lover gave order to a gold 
smith for a wedding ring. The gold 
smith, with curious art, engraved upon 
the circlet of gold the words, "Till death 
us part." Years passed and the husband 
yet a lover, as all real husbands are, 
fell asleep in death. The wife went to 
the goldsmith's shop. At, her request 
graver's art again left inscription upon 
the golden ring, and thus it rend: "Till 
death us join." With many men and 
women, lingering long upon the river 
bank, death comes to join to friends 
and lover, not to separate. To them it 
is blessing inexpressible. What child 
liood and youth exuberant may dread be 
cause they do not understand age looks 
forward to with full glow of anticipation 
because it has come to learn its worth. 

The symbols and smiles applied to 
death have been as manifold as the 
methods in which he makes his approach 
Yet in all the symbols and siniilies which 
do not misrepresent him, he is repro 
sented as a man's friend. Death is the 
mother who at eventide beel tons the 
tired, unwilling children to bed. Death is 
the ferryman who takes passengers 
across the last dark river. Death is the 
doorkeeper wlio unbars the lattice tint 
shuts the soul out from the Elysian 
fields. In all these and many more 
there is the underlying thought of death' 
as blessing. The children are somewhat 
reluctant to leave their toys and play 
mates and lie down to rest. But the 
mother knows better than the children, 
and from the sleep to which she calls 
them there will be awakening to play 
upon the morrow. Deatli calls man from 
his toys of houses, stocks and bonds, 
from playmates of a lifetime, and he 
goes with some reluctnnce, but who 
shall say it is not better that he thus 
lie down or that he will not wake re- 
freshed in a glad morning. The ferry- 
man has taken many passengers across 
the tide. There need be no fear. That 
he is a ferryman shows there is a land- 
ing upon either side. So, also, if death 
be doorkeeper, the envious man will ob- 
ject not to the open door and entrance 
into the great housw of which all this 
life is but the anteroom. In health, 
men cling to life as to an outworn gar- 
ment, but physicians tell us that the last 
earthly hours are not marked by this 
clutch upon the rags, but rather a reach- 
ing forward after the robe of immortal- 
ity. As for the 1'hmI moment of disso- 
lution all medical science asserts that 
it is peaceful as tlie passing from wake- 
fulness into a quiet sleep. The infant 
comes into this world crying, while all 
around him smile. To him who finds 
death a blessing tlie infant, now grown 
old, goes out of this world smiling, while 
all around him weep. 

This world is a garden for immortals. 
Pew could be grown in rich perfection 
except in successive crops. This world 
is a school room, whore souls are trained 
for the university beyond the skies. The 
room would he overcrowded and the 
training, of consequence, poorly done* ex- 
cept each year there was a graduation 
class to receive the diploma of deatli 
and give a place to those other pupils 
jet behind. 'Twas Bagehot who said 
that the first necessity of civilization 
was to form a cake of custom, and the 
second necessity was to break it up. 
Death does the breaking up. The place 
or death in evolution is not only salutary 
hut essential. Like the rude plowshare 
tears the ground it scars and seams the 
heart of man. But so the new crop is 
sown and harvested. In the larger field 
of humanity flowers and faith take the 
place of weeds and woe because of 
death. 

Death is no longer agony nor enemy, 
but friend and peace. Upon the faces 
of the departed there is a culm and un- 
seamed look, as though the spirit gave 
back picture of itself, freed from every 
thought of worry or regret. "It is noth- 
ing much after all," said in dying the 
late Archbishop of Canterbury, The cof- 
fin is not more dreadful than the cradle. 
Birth is a synonym for death. "It is ex- 
pedient for you that I go away," said a 
great teacher who never attended a fun- 
eral that he did not break it up. He made 
of death something to.be- welcomed, ne - ier 
feared, and rendered "expedient" the de- 
parture of all his disciples. 
"Who hath not learned iu hours of faith, 

The truth to flesh and sense unknown, 
That life is ever lort! of death, 

And love can never lose its owj!" 

Iu all this catalogue of the joy3 which 
death brings there- Is no statement ef 
the blessing which, the eye of Diit'a per- 
ceives. To him who sees e-eross the 
low-browed hills of present cimmped ex- 
istence the sunrise of eternal morning 
every wrong is righted, evejy misunder- 
standing passed away. The lv'ieked cease 
from troubling and the n'f.ary are at 
rest. Truth leaves the scaffold and 
wrong; quits the throne.. The sowing in 
tears, finds reaping in. laughter. Morn- 
ing has come for yftnnt famine nnd 
heartbroken poverty^ Morning has come

MUST NOT STAND ALOOF. 

Sir John Bourlnot Urges Unity of English 
and French-Speaking Canadians. 

From Toronto Star. 

"Culture Is not aristocratic, but demo- 
cratic," said Sir John Bourlnot In an ad- 
dress before the Canadian Club. "The 
humblest student can study the great pi>, 
ems, histories .or essays, can contemplate 
great paintings, or drink in great music. 
The results ot culture arc largely shown 
in the literature, art, architecture, drama, 
music . and education of a country, and 
not assuredly by the mere accumulation of 
riches as one of the chief objects of exist- 
ence." 

"The Canadian people of both French 
and English races," continued the speaker, 
"are displaying an Intellectual activity 
commensurate with the expansion of their 
territory and their acquisition of wealth. 
The scientific, historical and political con- 
tributions ot three decades make up a con- 
siderable library which shows the growth 
of what may be called Canadian literature. 
Canadians are now the authors of novels 
and romances which tlnd numerous readers 
and eulogists in English-speaking coun- 
tries. The artistic llnisli and originality 
of the conceptions of Canadian poets en- 
title them to a foremost place alongside 
the American poets of the present day. 
The scientific work of Canadians Is most 
meritorious, and now, ns In all times, of 
the country's history, political life claims 
many strong, keen, and cultured Instincts 
The tone of Canadian lournallsm Is <]ulte 
on the level with the style of debate In 
legislative halls. 

"Art. also, Is making progress in Canada. 
Canadian sculptors have shown their talent 
In admirable statues of eminent men for 
the adornment of public buildings and 
fiquares while Canadian architecture affords 
examples of effective adaptation of the 
best art of Europe and America. 

"Let the French and English Canadians 
not stand aloof from each other," conclud- 
ed Sir John Bourlnot, "but unite for each 
other's advantage and Improvement, to 
give sympathetic encouragement to the 
study of the two languages and the Intel- 
lectual efforts of each other. Thus will 
many prejudices be removed, social life 
will pain In charm, national conditions will 
be enlarged, and the unity of the Dominion 

strengthened."

ADJACENT SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

In Free School countries there is a very 
general movement In the direction of dis- 
trict, consolidation. The maintenance of a 
large well graded ami well equipped Cen- 
tral school Instead of a number of small, 
weak, ungraded schools costs less and gives 
better educational results. Experience has 
shown that It Is even cheaper to provide 
transportation, If necessary, In order to 
carrv out the policy of centralisation. 

Ad lucent to the city of Victoria are 
six school districts, from all of which 
children tlnd It quite convenient to attend 
the city schools; and In four of which 
small, ungraded schools are maintained. 
Geographically, (here Is nothing to prevent 
the inclusion, for school purposes, within 
the city limits of at least two of these 
outlying districts, Oak Bay ami Esoiilmalt. 
Educationally, there would be much gain- 
ed If this we're effected. The only difficulty 
In the way would be the adjustment of 
the cost of maintenance us between the 
government and the city; not u very seri- 
ous one, I think. 

Children, to the number of about seventy, 
living In the east end of the Esqnlmnlt 
and Cralgflower districts. respectively, 
now attend the Victoria West school; and 
the government Is being asked to create 
a new district and provide them wtth a 
separate school. The people of Victoria 
West, too, want a new school building. It 
would be much belter If the limits ot the 
cltv school district on the west were ex- 
tended to Include the eastern end of Cralg- 
llower and the whole of Esquimau district. 
If this were done, the Crnlgflower school 
would be still continued as a government 
school, the present Esquimau school could 
be continued as primary or lunlor grade of 
the Victoria Vest school, and one new 
building centrally located would serve the 
purpose of the two that are now being

We sdirink from anything that would 
have the least appearance of tmkindnoss 
in our treatment of them. BtU after 
three years' residence In British Colum- 
bia, whom we have beet brought face 
to faco with the evil effect of Oriental 
Immigration en the prosperity of our 
country, and the indirect evil that will 
be done to our nation morally, the htnd- 



,.. for our own country. 
Tn seeking to prove that it is not un- 
scriptural to refuse these people en- 
trance to our land, we realize that ji 
will be helpful if we clear awnv so m ,, 
doctrines held sacred hv many, because, 
thev believe them to be taught >" the 
Bible.

In considering this snbicct it is Well 
to rcmoniher that the Bible tenches us 



that God is the maker of nations, lie 
suid unto Abraham: "I will make na- 
tions of thee and kings shall come out of 
thee."— Gen. l~:i'>-7. It is well also to 
remember that God in some cases has 
actually driven out one nation from their 
possessions to give them to another.— | 
Ex 34:24, Deut. 15:0. and we see by 
Judges 2:1-7. tbnt he severely rebuked 
Israel for not driving out and destroy- 
ing the Cnnaanites. 

I do not see bow any Christian who 
reads the history of our country can 
help seeing that Cod enabled Britain to 
wrest Canada from the French. It 
also appears very plain that Providence 
intended British' institutions, laws and 
civilization to hold sway here, and we 
hnve no good reason for behoving that 
Providence wants it turned over to the 
Chinamen or the Japs, 

We will now see if there are any New 
Testament teachings or principles that 
would warrant us shutting our doors 
against this class of immigration. Our 
text lavs down this general principle to 
"prove' all thinjrs." and "hold fast that 
which is good.' 1 

Now, we are going to prove to vou 
that we cannot hold fas.t to our civiliza- 
tion mid permit thj Orientals to over- 
run our land; II ud if it were necessary 
we would prove that our civilization is 
infinitely superior to theirs. If every 
citizen of the Dominion was a laborer 
and we allow two Orientals to do the 
work of one of them it would take less 
than twelve millions of these people to 
do the work of the Dominion, and China 
alone could send out that number and 
never ln iss them. Now. if this twelve 
million came here and did the work and 
sent back to China for their supplies, 
as the ones who are here at present do. 
it requires no great wisdom to see that 
it would bp the destruction of all our in- 
dustries. Our schools would be closed, 
as there would be no one to support 
them, and all our institutions Tor the 
betterment of man would be stopped. 
Our missionary operations would cease, 
as thero would be no one able or willing 
to support them. And what would hap- 
pen if this immigration rt-snmcd the pro- 
portions referred to is happening to the 
extent it is permitted. Every wdiite 
man whose place is taken by an Oriental 
moans a decrease in the consumption of 
the things produced by our own manu- 
facture and a decrease in support to our 
institutions. 

But some will say: Tan not the white 
man compete with the Mongolian? I 
am sure he can. What he has endured 
in wars and explorations, in the accu- 
mulation of wealth and in his endeavors 
to help his fellow men shows that there 
is no race capable of competing with 
him in enduring hardships. The pion- 
eering of the white man shows bis abil- 
ity to endure the hardships and incon- 
veniences in rearing his family in n 
shack. The seiges of Mafoking and 
Ladysmith have demonstrated the An- 
glo-Saxon ability to prepare a cheap bill 
of fare and to perform herculean tasks 
while living on it. He could clothe him- 
self and family in duck or some other 
clien,-, fabric and for footgear wear 
wooden clogs. TTe could let his family 
grow up in comparative ignorance. He 
could put tbeni out to service when 
mere infants to earn the pittance reonir- 
cd to supply their meagre hill of faro 
and scanty whrdrobo Rut is Ibis stand- 
ard of society as good as we have at 
present? Are not social conditions of 
this kind calculated to degrade man? 
And the intention of the Bible is to lift 
him up. It is self-evident that such a 
state of society is bad, and it is our re- 



ligious duty to hold fast the good. This 
our workmen cannot do if they are com- 
pelled to enter into such competition. A 
system that is certain to drag man 
down is certainly not in accord with the 
spirit and teachings of God's word. 
Competition of this kind does not tend 
to encourage the laborer to aspire to 
make himself more efficient; his great 
concern must be to live cheaper than 
the other man. 

Now, let us see if wc can discover a 
good reason why the citizens of this 
country, and the white labor that has 
made 'Canada what she is. should be 
thrown into a contest of this kind. It 
cannot be that the r>.,->oiirees of our land 
are such that tbey will not yield the 
laborer a liberal recompence for tiis 
work. The rapid increase in the wealth 
and number of thos.i who employ labor 
nt the present wage, not only shows that 
Ihe wealth of our country is sufllcieni to 
continue present prices, but to liberaUy 
increase them, and still ienve a magni- 
ficent surplus in the Bands of the cra- 
plover. 

We look on the state of society in nn- 
eient Rome, which compelled the gladi- 
ators to fight each other in the arena for 
the amusement of the people us most 
erne] and barbarous, bill it is not to be 
compared for cruelty and barbarism 
with a system that throws the intelli- 
gent workingmen of this^ country and 
their families into competition with (he 
hordes from Oriental lands whose exist- 
ence for centuries lias been little if any- 
thing better than thai of the lower ani- 
mnls, and the only end to he served by 
this sacrifice is to swell the overflowing 
.•offers of those who unv P altogether 
more than their fair share of the coun- 
try's wealth. 

There is one line along which we could 
lmve competition with these people and 
allow them to come in as fast ns they 
liked Thai is to have n standard wage 
and let the o.nij.elitiun he along the 
lines of competency. If nn Oriental 
could do a piece of work better than a 
white man let him do it and give him 
the standard wag<- for it. Tins would 
stimulate every man to try and be a 
more competent workman, and a com- 
petition that would (end to develop man 
would he in harmony with the scripture. 

Let us do all we can to help, and lift 
nn these nationalities. Put a system 
that tends to drng us down to their level 
will do us an irrooarab'o injury with- 
out being of any benefit to thorn, ifnd 
must certainly lie contrary to the spirit 
and teachings of the Bible 
-!• * *

In 
nddition to this the American Federa- 
tion of Labor helped our own Dominion 
Trades and Labor Congress to the ex- 
tent of Sopn. Tt may bn news for some 
to learn that: the total income of the

lust year, nside from the grant of $U00 
just mentioned,, amounted to only 
$018.70 from all sources. A precious 
sum, indeed, to do much with. At the 
present time Mr. Fleet, is working 
among the unorganized workers in Que- 
bec, ami will continue on eastward 
through New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, winding up, about a year hence, 
on Prince Edward Island. Coming our 
way is also n Federation special or- 
ganizer, who is expected to reach Brit- 
ish Columbia in the near future. This 
work is being done nt the expense of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

We are as yet too petty in numbers in 
Canada to talk about national trade 
unions. As it is the average unionist 
complains of high dues. What n howl 
there would be if we were running our 
unions independent of or cousins to 
the South For every dollar paid in per 
capita tax to international headquarters 
in the United States at least four dollars 
is expended in Canada. 

That alien labor law is a great farce. 
The act is only serviceable when nn 
American citizen comes to Canada un- 
der contract. The act was passed as 
a retaliatory measure against the Unit- 
ed States, and against United Statesers 
alone can it bo enforced, Tent to show 
the rottenness of this law, hero is an in- 
stance. Two furriers were engaged in 
New York to work in Toronto. The law, 
at considerable expense, went into the 
case, and found, on affidavits of the cul- 
prits that they were not subject to the 
provisions of the net. Although these 
men wove residents of the United 
States for years, because they had not 
become naturalized citizens of that 
country, tbey were permitted to come 
to Toronto', for the purpose of 
ousting Canadians from their situa- 
tions. It is questionable -whether alien la- 
bor laws in any form is good legislation- 
At any rate the Canadian alien labor 
law is'worse than none at all. 

During December six eases of alleged 
infraction of this act were investigated, 
and in one instance only was the cul- 
prit deported, and for no other reason 
than that he happened to be an Ameri- 
can.

Walch the air space 
jn the eggs closely, and increase or dc- 
c roas the ventilation as the eggs re- 
quire evaporation or otherwise. The" air 
Space can be readily observed by holding 
an ej>g, after dark, between a lamp blaze 
find the eye. Always bear in mind tho 
n) nro -warm air is sent over the eggs the 
greater will be the evaporation' of the 
eJr'S contents. A lack of evaporation 
does no t give space enough for the chick 
to turn around, before exclusion, in or- 
der to break the .shell, while an excess 
jiijat-es the vitality, producing a small, 
W p ak'y chick. 

Many operators fail to consider the 
larger amount of h«at radiated by eggs 
after the germ is 12 days of age. When 
eg- s are placed here and there over 
the tray, or when the infertile ones have 
pot been removed, the temperature of 
all the eggs is not the same, for the rea- 
son that, if a number of fertile eggs ad- 
join one another they certainly radiate a 
largo amount of bent, thus raising the 
general temperature, when, as if a fer- 
tile P gg adjoins an infertile one, or is 
fllono ),y itself, this heat is to n large 
,.%-toiit lost, thus creating an unevenncss 
of temperature In the egg chamber. 

All infertile eggs should be tested out 
by .tlio tenth day. They then can bo 
easily detected, a fertile egg appearing, 
^-lieti |,eld to a light, very dark, while 
tho infertile one will appear as clears a 
fresh-laid egg. The eggs should be turn- 
ed "egularly twice each day. If this is 
pot done the germs will dry fast to the 
sh " lining during the early' stages of in- 
libation, and during the later stages 
the embryo does not attain ils natural 
position, and is rarely excluded. The 
trays and positions of the eggs should 
be changed at each turning, so as to 
cd'talize any variation in temperature 
th fl t may exist. To accomplish this, 
clian. K0 the right try tn the left side, 
placing the front end tn the back, tak- 
ing the eggs from the centre, when turn- 
ing', and placing them at the cuds, mov- 
ing the others downwards. This tends 
tow,i r d getting an even development of 
(lie germs. There is no time when a 
hatch ,,an be injured as much as during 
the time the chicks are hatching. Do 
ii"! open the door to peak in or remove 
oliell'i (do. T5y all means avoid any change 
of temperature. Keep the temperature 
full.v at 103 degrees. Give a slightly in- 
creased amount of ventilation when the 
eggs begin to pip, Do not remove any 
chicks before. the hatch is over. They

In Great Britain auction sales of 'ivp. 
stock have been held annually for many 
years. Much of the breeding stock j* 
most satisfactorily disposed of in thi s ' 
way, nlso a great number of " S torr>s" 
and other animals. In some socti" lls ot 
Ontario this system has boon adopted 
with gratifying results. 

Formerly Canadian cheese was all sold 
by sales-men at private sale; with'" re- 
cent years the auction principle has been 
adopted in many sections and h n s boon 
found satisfactory to both buyer and 
seller. - , 

Scattered through oat. Canada are hun- 
dreds of farmers, who annually rear "oni 
one to four first-class breeding P li, los, 
and perhaps a few females. Many of 
thdHc. men understand the principles of 
stock breeding, and have from time to 
time produced some, of the noted slio\v- 
vard Specimens; Tho progress and prof- 
its of these men. in the past, have 1) pou 
greatly hampered because of their Inabil- 
ity to promptly sol] their surplus sto c k 
annually. In some years they have " c eh 
able to sell, in other years they "aye 
bad to keep a number of animals l° n 8er 
than their means or food warranto". 

Breeders doing ii more extensive ''Usi- 
ness have suffered from the same r '" ls '°. 
sometimes soverefv. The result has; won 
that many capable men have given up 
the business, to the great loss of 'he 
farmers and the country generally- 

The rank and file of our farmers must 
be induced to use only the best ( ' lr >ss 
of males in order that Canada take the 
place she should win with her mOftts, 
dairy produce and poultry, in the mar- 
kets of the -world. Onlv meats of a su- 
perior nunlity find a ready and profit- 
able market at home or abroad. It tak s 
as long, generally longer, to produee an 
'animal which is worth from 2c. to :?c. 
nor lb. as one worth from 4e. to I.e. per 
lb., and costs almost as milch for feed 
and attention. 

The loss resulting from inferior stock 
hears heavily on the dairy tytgtat 
There are hundred of cows throughout 
Canada which produce annually not 
more than 2.-lf>0 lbs. of :'. nor cent. '""Ik; 
there are others well bred and well fed 
which easily produce from 0,0(10 to 10,- 
000 lbs. annually of -1 per cult milk. 
There are even a few grand cows Which 
have at public test, yielded at the rate of 
over 20 lbs. of butter per week. The an- 
nual loss to Canada from keeping Poor 
stock and keeping it badly is enoi' I110 us. 
Our motto should be, "The greatest M'Uni- 
I titv of tho best quality, Produced "lost 
cheaply. This cap. only be fulfilled by 
using well-bred sires of good quality And 
bv feeding tlie dams and offspring ' u> er- 
allv. 

Anyone who has bought "stores or 
dairy cows from year to year knot's how 
Increasingly difficult it is to obtain the 
right sort at any price, yet inferior ani- 
mals can he bought readily, very many 
of which would prove unprofitable at 2c: 
per lb. In some of. the Provinces U i s 
more diflieult to buy "stores" to-day 
than it. was twenty years ago. Tb's con- 
dition ought not to exist, and should not 
continue. 

The. difficulties enumerated can Hi a 
measure ho overcome and desirable con- 
ditions extended by the establishment of 
well conducted annual auction gales to 
which breeders many consign their si, r . 
plus animals at stated times each year, 
with the assurance that they will be Sold 
for their market value. 

These sales should he held at pXC(l 
points on or pear the same day °f the 
same .month each year. 

Kone but animals of good individual 
qualitv and useful breeding should be 
offered. 

To the general farmer these s aios 
should prove a great boon. "Many desire 
to oldain suitable hi-eeding males hut do 
not know where to go to buy at a suit- 
able price what is needed. The result is 
that many are deterred from buying, or 
if they do buy they pay in railway. f:, t-es 
while' looking' for what they require so 
large a sum that they feel the a.nutinl 
has cost more than he is worth- An- 
other difficulty is the fact that many 
farmers know nothing of p'odigrce ami 
not. as much ns (hey should regarding 
the necessary qualities of the respective 
breeds, because of this buyers a re fre- 
quently disappointed by the resu" s ob- 
tained from breeding animals whi en 
they have bought. The establishment of 
provincial auction sales Will in a lnrge 
measure overcome this difficulty, as only 
animals of good qualify and breeding 
shall he sold." The regulations governing 
tho sales are very strict, which * v "' he 
a protection alike to the ordinary hhyer 
and honest breeder. The sales \vfll have 
a tendency to bring the breeder an'' con- 
sumer into close touch, which will event- 
ually mean that the breeder will obtain 
a better price for his good animals and 
ttbc consumer will pay less in many 
cases than he does now. because h° Will 
buy directly from the breeder rfod not 
from the dealer or trader as is often the 
ease now. 

The qualitv and breeding of the .'inj- 
mnls sold at' the sales will bo uniformly 
better than many now sold for breeding 
purposes, as animals of inferior qunHty 
will not be scold at the sales.

If we now take off the $1,500,000 es- 
timated placer gold the total of the pro- 
duction of lode mines is estimated at 
$9,5S1,OSO compared with $0,760,000 
(round figures) last year. In all prob- 
ability this estimate, as it properly 
should be coming from an official source, 
is rather under than over what the cor- 
rected returns will display; and in ad- 
dition if it is based on the official, re- 
turns it excludes the month of Decem- 
ber, 1900, which was a very heavy 
month, particularly in the shipments of 
silver-lead ore, in favor of December, 
1S99, which in this respect was a very 
light one. 

The increase noted in placer gold, 
$155,100, does not fully account for the 
increase in production from the Cariboo 
Consolidated alone. It is rather dis- 
concerting to discover that British Co- 
lumbia has gone back in the output of 
placer gold, if the progress of this one 
concern be left out of sight. 

Nor can an increase of $012,127 in 
lode gold be considered at all satisfac- 
tory. The vear has seen about 130,000 
toirs additional of copper gold ore ? , 
mined, beside an increase in the ton- 
nage of free milling ore crushed, believ- 
ed to be considerable. Yet Trail Creek 
can barely have held its own in the ic- 
tual amount of gold produced in spite 
of its increased tonnage, if anything 
reasonable is to be credited to the in- 
creased productvity of tho Boundary 
and Nelson divisions. 

An increase of 860.587 ounces in the 
amount of silver produced is an increase 
of between 25 and 30 per cent. But the 
tonnage from the Slocan alone which 
was practically the only great silver 
producing section in 1800, has been in- 
creased bv very nearly 30 per cent dur- 
ing the las; year and East Kootenay 
jumped from practically nothing to about 
35.000 tons. An average of only 25 
ounces per ton would account for the 
year's increase and leave nothing for 
the increased tonnage from the Slocan. 
No doubt Mr. Robertson's figures tire as 
nearly correct as an advance estimate 
may be; but compared with the current 
reports of tonnage in circulation they 
are decidedly perplexing and the full re- 
port will be awaited with great interest.

DESCRIPTION OF ST. EUGENE.

Aults 
have lyen run every Kill feet from the 
lop of the mountain to the base ami 
they are from 500 to 1,500 foot long. 
Ine'lndiig the shafts and raises connect- 
ing ib,! levels there are over fivo miles 
id winkings in tho mine. The first five 
levels lire connected by a raise and the 
ore is shipped from the mouth of No. 5 
tunnel bv an aerial tramway to the 
enncen:rntor. A shaft lias been sunk 
from tjie mouth of No. level to the 
No. 1(5 level and the ore from all these 
lower levels goes through this shaft and 
is takeii on a mule tram a few hundred 
iVet 0) tho concentrator. A depth of 
1,1100 feet has been attained. The mine 
employs about 275 men. A large amount 
of this labor is required in actual min- 
ing, the daily output averaging 375 tons. 
This yields 100 tons of concentrates, 
which .averages 05 per cent, lead and 
about -10 ounces silver. The on! put for 
the past eight months has been 16,000 
tons, whose gross value aggregated, over 
$1,000,000. 

A SIDK LIGHT ON HOME SMELT- 
ING. 

From official returns published in Croat 
Britain it appears that during 1900 the 
United States exported -10.72-1 mug tons 
of lead to Great Britain standing third 
on the list after Spain and Austral! 1 
At the same time Canada bought lead 
in (he United States (though nt this 
moment I forget how much) in place of 
shipping it in ballast from Spain. Also 
the exports and reexports of lead from 
Great Britain fell off. These Clings go 
to show that the United States is pro- 
ducing lead more cheaply than .the rest 
of the world and therefore is becoming 
an exporting instead of an importing 
country. That is it no longer pays to 
send lead to the United States as well 
as to some other market. Yet Bntisll 
Columbia ships her lead to the United 
States and the industry and commerce 
of the United States are enriched ty 
the difference in value between the crude 
ore and the refind product, while the 
material itself ultimately finds a mar- 
ket which is equally open to the indus- 
try and commerce of Canada. During 
the last vear n great trade revolution 
has taken place in one of. our staple pro- 
ducts and that revolution presents en 
opportunity to Canadian enterprise 
which should not be overlooked. 

MONTANA ADOPTS EIGHT-HOUR 
" ' SYSTEM. 

From the 1st day of Kebrunry the 
Anaconda Company, the Butte &: Bos- 
ton Company the Colorado Company 
and the Parrot Company will put the 
eight-hour svstein in force in all their 
Montana mines. In this they follow 
the lead of the mines controlled by P. 
A. ITeinze and W. A. Clark. _ The ac- 
tion is taken voluntarily and independ- 
ently of legislation. The Anaconda 
Standard thus refers to the matter in 
its issue of 23rd January: It was not 
until late last night that the report could 
be confirmed by the Standard. 1 resi- 
dent William Scallon of the Annconri 1 
Company was seen and questioned re- 
garding "the report, and he admitted thai 
the company had had the matter under 
consideration for some time — in fact had 
decided upon the eight -"hour system some 
time ago— but it was only within n week 
that it was determined to put it into ef- 
fect in the mines on the 1st of February. 
From other sources is was learned that 
the Butte & Boston Company will adopt 
the eight-hour system in its mines at 
the same time, as well as the Colorado 
and the Tarrot companies. It will lie 
tho best news that the Standard nas 
brought to the miners of Butte in a long 
time.
